Hostage in hospital, 
other 14 are safe

A desperate bid for free¬ 
dom by 11 nee lifers at. the 
B.C. Penitentiary ended al>- 
rii|)tJy about 1 a.m. today. 
Nearly all of theeir 15 hosta¬ 
ges were apparently un¬ 
harmed. 

Details were not clear, but 
it was believed two ot the con¬ 
victs were back in custody 11 
hours after they seized the 
prison employees as hostages. 


Two persons were taken 1o 
Royal Columbian Hospital by 
ambulance, one of Uiem re¬ 
portedly the third convict. 

An acrid smell of fear gas 
vos reported around .the pri¬ 
son walls. 

Police were reported to 
have taken two of the convicts 
to the city jail. The third was 
reported in serious condition 
in hospital with head injuries.

Bitter mother 
details son’s

A harrowing tale of Ikav 
drugs, prison litc and per¬ 
sonal misfortune combined to 
turn a bright, likable Camp¬ 
bell River i>oy into a B.C. 
Penitentiary lifer-tumed- 

desperado, was unfolded for 
the Colonist Tuesday. 

Claire Daniel Wilson, 26, is 
one of the three convicts now 
bargaining with federal of¬ 
ficials in New Westminster 
for a passport ~trr freedom m 
exchange for the lives of 15 
hostages. 

Barely 13 years ago. Wilson, 
the son of Dan and Frances 
Wilson, of Campbell River, 
was just another gangling 
school kid from next door. 

And Interviews Tuesday 
with his father, mother and 
mother-in-law; Mrs. Arthur 
Harling, contain a tragic in¬ 
dictment of society's inability 
to deal with drug-related 
lawlessness.

The second person taken to 
hospital initially was reported 
to be one of the hostages who 
had suffered a heart attack. 

"There’s noi much to say 
but we've had an extremely 
serious event," Jim Murphy. 
Plie regional director of 
the Canadian Penitentiary 
Service, told reporters about 
30 minutes after the first am¬ 
bulances left the penitentiary. 

"I would ask you not to 
make any releases until fam¬ 
ilies have been advised.” 

Earlier, the health of the 
hostages was reported to be 
good, and officials said they 
were not tied up and were 
allowed some exercise. 

They were being held in a 
12-by-14-toot retards vault off 
a long, narrow building hous¬ 
ing the prison classifications 
stall. 

The three prisoners had 
taken over the vault and two 
adjacent anterooms. 

Negotiations were report¬ 
edly going well, and Vancou- 
' er lawyer Bryan Williams, 
who was acting as an inter¬ 
mediary. said Tuesday the 
prisoners’ demands had not 
changed. 

Murphy said he was pre¬ 
pared to negotiate “as long as 
there’s anything to discuss." 

(In Ottawa the federal gov¬ 
ernment was trying to find a 
way to save the lives of the 
hostages. Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau said Tuesday ip the 
Commons. 

• He wodld not say what fed¬ 
eral officials plan to do for 
fear of causing anxiety or 
hysteria among the public or 
in five federal prison. 

'Trudeau told Opposition 
Leader Robert Stanfield the 
cabinet was in "constant con- 
lact" with the armed prison¬ 
ers who are demanding pas¬ 
sage out of Jhe country. Hr 
did not explain how constant 
contact was being main¬ 
tained. 

'"We are trying to find a 
solution to a very difficult 
problem.” 

• A cabinet committee met 
for 2‘s hours earlier Tuesday 
to discuss the prisoners’ de¬ 
mands. 

(When Trudeau emerged 
from the meeting, he would 
not say whether any decisions 
had,been made. 

(Solicitor-General Warren 
Allmand, in Toronto at a 
meeting preparing for a Unit¬ 
ed Nations conference on 
crime, talked to Trudeau and 
external affairs officials by 
telephone.) 

A change of clothing, dry 
xhampoo, after-shave lotion 
and ice water were taken to 
the hostages and their abduc¬ 
tors at about 6 p.m. 

The wife of one of the hos¬ 
tages called the penitentiary 
at about K p.m. to ask for a 
condition report on her hus¬ 
band. 

A prison official who re¬ 
fused io be identified said 
families of the hostages

Esquimalt lodge fire 
kills elderly resident 


Rescue awaited under smoke plume

Terror and death visited an 
old folks’ home in Esquimalt 
Tuesday when fire completely 
gutted one suite and turned 
the entire top floor of the 
four-storey apartment build¬ 
ing into a charred and smoke- 
filled hell. 

One elderly man died from 
asphyxiation and two other 
occupants were taken to hos¬ 
pital by ambulance for snjoke 
inhalation treatment. 

Police identified the victim 
as Donald Beaton Smith. 67. 
retired. 

The fire at Esquimalt Lions 
Lodge. 874 Fleming, started 
about 11 a m. in Suite 411. oc¬ 
cupied by 85-year-old Mrs 
Mary Smith. 

She escaped without visible 
injuries but appeared badly 
shaken. 

Two people had to hold her 
up as she stood trembling in 
the parking lot adjacent to thp 
building. 

'^O’Has anyone got a ciga¬ 
rette?” she stammered. A re¬ 
porter gave her a cigarette 
and someone lit it for her. 

. The parking lot had taken 


on the look ot a refugee camp 
by then. 

A woman in a wheelchair 
appeared calm. She was Mrs. 
Elizabeth Morrison, whose 
suite is only two doors away 
from where the fire started.

CIA tactics ‘unlawful, improper’

WASHINGTON — The 
Rockefeller Commission re¬ 
ported Tuesday the CIA under 
pressure from former pres¬ 
idents Nixon and Johnson en¬ 
gaged in "plainly unlawful 
a n d improper” • domestic 
operations, including keeping 
the names of 300,000 persons 
and groups in files on dissent 
in America. 

The report called upon 
President Ford and Congress 
to create a double team of 
CIA watchdogs — a fulltime 
overseer and staff in the exec¬ 
utive branch and a joint com¬ 


mittee on intelligence in 
congress. 

It confirmed reports the 
Central Intelligence Agency 
had engaged in surveillance 
on Americans, tapped phones, 
opened mail, and infiltrated 
antiwar groups. 

It also disclosed that the 
CIA experimented fix»m 1953 
to 1963 with behavior-influenc¬ 
ing drugs such as I25D and 
other means radiation, 

electric-shock and psychology 
for controlling human be¬ 
havior. In one case, the sub¬ 
ject died. 

No link has been found to 
connect the CIA to the assas¬ 


sination of President John 
Kennedy. 

There was no credible evi¬ 
dence showing the CIA had 
any connection with Lee Har¬ 
vey Oswald, identified by the 
Warren commission as Ken¬ 
nedy’s sole assassin, or with 
Jack Ruby, who shot ami 
killed Oswald. 

Not made public as Pres¬ 
ident Ford had said earlier it 
would not he was "in¬ 
complete and extremely sen¬ 
sitive” information concern¬ 
ing allegations of plots to as¬ 
sassinate foreign leaders. 

The. report shows (HA in- 
volvement with but no 
direct participation in 'Wa¬ 


tergate and the subsequent 
cover-up and with the opera¬ 
tion against Daniel Ellsberg 
in the Pentagon papers case. 

Among the recommen¬ 
dations.: 

j • Presidents should re¬ 
frain from directing the CIA 
to perform what are essential¬ 
ly internal-security tasks. 

• The CIA should resist 
any efforts, whatever their or¬ 
igin, to involve it again in im¬ 
proper activities. 

• The CIA should not 
again engage in the testing of 
drugs on unsuspecting per¬ 
sons. 


Ford announced Monday 
night that all evidence would 
go over to the justice depart¬ 
ment for possible criminal ac¬ 
tion and to the Senate and 
House committees investigat¬ 
ing the CIA and other U.S. in- 
, telligcncc agencies. 

The commission report 
makes no recommendations 
for legal action. 

The document gave thfe 
American people their lirst in¬ 
sight into the government's 
• intelligence machinery 
whose scope and foreign 
operations still remain an of 
ficial secret.

Keenleyside was commis¬ 
sioned IftSf October to slud.v 
and report on all aspects of 
firefighting services in the 
province.

A small vial of demerol was 
again issued Tuesday morn¬ 
ing to the prisoners at their 
demand. The demerol had 
been given to one of the pris¬ 
oners Monday afternoon but 
•before it was used, *the drug 
was tested «»n one of the hos¬ 
tages. 

The situation began Monday 
when the Three men burst into 



the classifications office bran¬ 
dishing their knives, and im¬ 
mediately seized 18 hostages. 
Three of the hostages includ¬ 
ing one guard who has heart 
problems were immediately 
released. 

As of Tuesday afternoon, 
prison officials were at a loss 
to say where iHe knives had 
come from but Ihe peniten¬ 
tiary’s assistant director said 
a complete investigation is 
underway. 

Cemetic said the knives aj>- 
peared to be commercially 
made, ruling out speculation 
they might have been made in 
the prison machine shop. 

Although it could not be 
confirmed ihat the knives had 
been stolen from the kitchen, 
one guard said it would be 
next to impossible for a visi¬ 
tor to smuggle knives into the 
maximum security institution.

“I’m bitter, you better l>e- 
lieve I’m bitter,” Mrs. Harl¬ 
ing added. “How can they ex¬ 
pect these kids to straighten 
themselves out if they Haw 
enforcement officials) don’t 
help them.” 

Wilson was firsl sent to the 
R.C. Pen in 1965 for tvounddng 
RCMP Cpl. John Lawson at 
Salmon Arm. 

In 1967 he escaped from 
Wilkinson Road jail near Vic¬ 
toria and was recaptured. 

At the time of his escape 
last November he was seeding 
10 years for a drug offence. 

Wilson has been out of pris¬ 
on for only two years since 
1965. 

Claire Is the Wilsons’ eldest ; 


son. He has younger brother*. 
Dennis, 21. currently in Oa- 
kalla, Lei and, 19, and an elder 
sister. Diane, 21, who Is mar¬ 
ried with three daughters and 
lives in New Westminster.

GROWING L'P in Winnipeg in the Thirties 
meant growing up in a melting pot of almost 
every' conceivable nationality. It was some¬ 
what removed from the WASP image, and it 
was a magnificent exercise in race relations. 

This Is not to say that our parents were 
free of racial prejudice. They weren’t, hut 
they never had the opportunity we had. the 
rveryday opportunity of mixing with Jews, 
i krainians. Germans. Icelanders. Slavs, die 
Irish. Scots and English. We didn’t become 
completely free of bigotry either, but we 
were vastly improved on the track record of 
our parents. 

SI RE ME YELLED nasty names at the 
Jewish youngsters when we got into hassles. 
And they hollered right back, “you limey,” 
or, “you haggis-eating pinch-penny.” 
Through it all we lived together and the melt¬ 
ing pot concept worked. 

Maybe the years have changed things. We 
do not have this feeling in Canada today and 
ihe present irrftnigration green paper brouha¬ 
ha points up the latent bigotry. 

One of.Ihe instigators of that Sir George 
Williams University riotous destruction of a 
few years back, is still fighting deportation 
:|ter serving his time. He is black from 
Jamaica and on the green paper policy he 
shouts, “this isn’t your country. Whitey!” 

THAT IS WHERE he is wrong. It is our 
country, it isn’t his country until our country 
acceps him and it doesn't damned well have 
anything to do with color. It has to do with 
his nihilistic actions of the past. If he had 
been white, yellow or green, instead of black, 
the carnage he committed would still have 
been more than enough to deport him. 

But now that the black-white question is 
tiring so freely discussed and the charges are 
being laid that Canada's immigration poliev 
is racist, let us lie a little bit objective about 
the whole question. 

IT OUR IMMIGRATION policy is indeed 
geared toward selectivity, do you honestly 
think it hasn't the whole-hearted suptiort of 
ihe ma jority of Canadians? 

There is one over-riding theme in discus¬ 
sions re the immigration policies of Canada. 
Do we want to wind up in the same mess 
ihat the United States brought upon’Hlself? 
And the answer, like it or not, comes out a 
thundroos “No!” 

Wholesale and uncontrolled immigration 
today, could bring about race riots in 1985. 
Present. Canadians of all colors^don'l want 


this to happen. They’re not blind, they can 
too easily glance over the border and see the 
tinder-dry race problems waiting for another 
spark touch off a holocaust. 

OI K GOVERNMENT has all the neces¬ 
sary power at its disposal to control im¬ 
migration. It has not used the power in the 
past. Our immigration was up 18 per cent 
last year over the previous year — some¬ 
thing well in excess of 215,000 were admitted 
to the country in 1974. 

Anybody tramping an unemployment line 
would he quick to realize the short-sight¬ 
edness of such access to Canada and it 
shouldn’t really be too difficult for those with 
jobs to assimilate the same information. And 
for those who say we cannot close our doors 
even for ship stabilization, let them look to 
Australia. 

AT THIS POINT in time Australia does 
indeed have what could be termed a com¬ 
plete closed-door policy insofar as Immigra¬ 
tion is concerned. Australians, beset with the 
same problems of inflation and unemploy¬ 
ment, have done something about it. They in¬ 
tend looking after their own instead of ac¬ 
cepting the burdens of the world. 

Great Britain has drastically cut the flow 
of immigrants to its shores and while it isn't 
a completely closed-door policy, it’s tough 
enough to slow ihe migration to a trickle. 
Same reasoning Britain is having enough 
trouble controlling its present population 
without asking for more. Maybe Britain 
didn't adopt the theory soon enough, but at 
le .si it recognized it belatedly. We obviously 
haven't come close to reaching it. 

THE STRENGTH of a nation is in its peo¬ 
ple. The arguments, therefore, suggest con¬ 
tinued immigration will strengthen us.. 
Wrong. Vancouver Mayor Art Phillips said it 
aJJ when lie noted immigrants could bring in 
money, could bring in skills, but that “they 
can't bring in land.” 

Anri there is precious little land for them 
in Canada, unless you are naive to think they 
will all settle in the sparcely populated sec¬ 
tions They will flock to Montreal, Vancouver 
and Toronto and tliose cities simpy cannot 
afford the influx. 

There will he protests, maybe even riots, 
against a tough immigration stance by Cana¬ 
da. The fact remains, it will be better to en¬ 
dure such minor protestation now rather than 
have to face rip to massive confrontation 5 or 
10 years from now.

Bruce escaped from Haney 
provincial jail in 1966 while 
serving a sentence for as¬ 
sault, and six years later was 
sentenced to 15 years for the 
attempted murder of a guard 
at Prince Albert, Sask., feder¬ 
al penitentiary. 

Wilson escaped in 1967 from 
Victoria's Wilkinson Road jail 
and last November attempted 
to escape again, injuring sev¬ 
eral guards. 

Cernetic said early Tuesday 
morning it would be impossi¬ 
ble to search all prisoners be¬ 
fore meetings with their clas¬ 
sifications officers but said in¬ 
mates are subject to periodic 
checks.

The dawn raids by police in 
Paris. Lyon, Marseille and 
other cities in southern 
France were carried out 
without major incident. Our 
"oman m Lyon, 'who calls 
herself Ulla. was injured and 
taken to a hospital. 

Interior Minister Michel 
Poniatowski ordered the po¬ 
lice action because, he said, 
Hie church sit-ins caused "the 
public order lo bp troubled 


and prevented the normal e\- 
cercise of the fai'thflfl.” 

Also, he said, |K)Iice had 
gotten word that six other 
-hurdles, including Notre 
Damp in Paris, were to he oc¬ 
cupied "which would have re¬ 
presented an unacceptable 
current or disorder." 

The streetwalkers’ protest 
began a week ago in Lyon 
when 200 women occupied SI. 
Nizier church, demanding 
that, police harassment cease 
and Dial they bp given the 
same rights as other working 
women. By dawn Tuesday. 
>00 other prostitutes had 
mined the movement in 
various riarts of France.' 

Besides the sit-ins, street 
walkers in Paris and other 
cities went on strike. The Pi- 
caile area in Paris on a re¬ 
cent night was deserted and 
i h e Marseille waterfront 
looked bare.

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Wanted: a leader 


J OHN DIEFENBAKER the other day boldly as¬ 
serted the conviction that delay in the selec¬ 
tion of a new leader for the Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive Party can only damage it, even to the point of 
disintegration. He is not alone in his belief; but 
other members of the party have been reluctant to 
try to hurry Robert Stanfield’s departure, possibly 
deterred by the same fear that prompted Mr. Die- 
fenbaker to speak out: that they might do more 
harm than good if they showed impatience. 

Last August, Mr. Stanfield announced he 
would not lead the party in another general elec¬ 
tion. He said he would resign the leadership "with¬ 
in two years.” 

There was some expression of dismay at the 
time that he had not been more precise. Fiery Jack 
Horner, one of Alberta’s solid Tory contingent to 
the House of Commons, protested vehemently. If 
Mr. Stanfield planned to relinquish the leadership 
the time to do it was right now, he told the Conser¬ 
vative caucus. 

But, possibly showing more delicacy of man¬ 
ners than good sense, the caucus majority-refused 
to go along with Mr. Horner. And Mr. Stanfield 
remained in command if not entirely in control. 

It is a pity he did not take Mr. Homer’s advice 
because the Canadian public had made it very' clear 
in three general elections in which he led the Con¬ 
servative Party that it was not impressed with the 
sort of policies he promoted, or, more properly, with 
the sort of promotion he employed. 

After that third defeat last July, it would have 
been more becoming if Mr. Stanfield had accepted 
the verdict and retired with dignity. 


It would have been different, perhaps, had he 
had anything to offer in the way of stimulating 
new objectives. But there has beep no evidence of 
any such’ thing. His political thinking is negative 
rather than const motive. He has accused the Liber¬ 
al government of "wholesale abandonment of poli¬ 
cies and principles that it had been espousing for 
more than four yhars." He was right, of course; but 
that sort of complaint does nothing to improve the 
image of his own parly or demonstrate inspira¬ 
tional leadership. 

“It is important.” Mr. Stanfield said on an¬ 
other occasion, “that voters know what people in 
government believe in.” Once again he is perfectly 
correct. But it is equally true the voters should 
know what the Opposition party believes in if it is 
to be accepted as an alternative administration. 

A leader may have good intentions and good 
objectives, even good arguments for their accep¬ 
tance. But unless he can present them in a manner 
that wins enthusiasm from the electorate he won’t 
make a sale. 

Mr. Stanfield has not been able to make that 
soil of presentation. 

This is a pity because he has so many other 
qualifications for statesmanship. His courage and 
courtesy, his sincerity and integrity have always 
shone through his otherwise lackHistre debate. But 
Mr. Diefenbaker is right. For his own sake, as well 
as his party’s, Mr. Stanfield should no longer delay 
his departure. Because the Conservatives need time 
to gather their forces and produce a battle plan 
before they- can hope to mount a successful assault. 


A long wait 


W/HEN THE FEDERAL Expropriation Act of 
W 1970 introduced fairer procedures for most 
taking of property by the national government, the 
hope was expressed that this action would set an 
example that the British Columbia government 
would be quick to follow. But the Bennett govern¬ 
ment was in no hurry, and strangely, nor is the 
Barrett government. 

In the early ’60s the Social Credit government 
established a royal commission on expropriation. 
The commission called for major changes in proce¬ 
dures. The government ignored it but established 
the B.C. Law Reform Commission with a study of 
expropriation laws as one of its first duties. This 
commission presented a report in time for consider¬ 
ation at the spring session of 1972. 

The report recommended adoption of the prin¬ 
ciple that compensation should be based on the 
value to the owner of the property being taken 
away, and also that about 60 provincial laws 
touching on or governing expropriation should be 
dealt with to produce one statute controlling all 
expropriation by the government or provincial 
agencies. 

A special legislative committee examined the 
report and recommended that no legislative action 
be taken for a year. In the fall of 1972 British Co¬ 


lumbia got a new government. In the spring of 1973 
the new' attorney-general was asked about legisla¬ 
tion and said, “Not at this session." , 

At the beginning of this year, he said it likely 
would be introduced in the spring session. Now' the 
word is that the new expropriation bill, to end arbi¬ 
trary' expropriation and give better protection 1o 
the property rights of citizens, “probably” will 
come down in the fall. Meanwhile the federal re¬ 
form has grown so old as an example that the Law 
Reform Commission of Canada has produced a 
working paper calling for further changes in the 
national law. The paper notes that about 1.200 fed¬ 
eral statutes other than the Expropriation Act 
have allowed the taking of land or other property' 
without the consent of the owner. It recommends 
that equal treatment be given to all persons facing 
expropriation, whether by private enterprise or 
government, and that procedures be further 
changed to make them still fairer than they are 
under the 1970 law. 

The attorney-general and indeed the govern¬ 
ment, of this province should give attention to the 
federal commission’s recommendations and the 
reasons for them. The B.C. law might benefit. But 
its introduction was “likely” in the spring and now 
it is probable in the fall, which may mean that it’s 
almost certain next year. And it is long overdue.

Contradictions of communism 


Do the Communist victories 
in Saigon and Phnom Penh 
mean that Indo-China, under 
the control of the Vietnamese, 
will soon start disturbing the 
peace in the rest of Southeast 
Asia? 

Many people in the area say 
yes. Certainly the way in 
which most Southeast Asian 
governments have acted in 
Ihe last few weeks—notably, 
turning away those Vietnam¬ 
ese refugees who flW -from 
the communists—suggests 
that^Communist IndoChina is 
already considered too strong 
to argue with.

The 
mountains that run from 
north to south .naturally sepa¬ 
rate Vietnam from T*aos and 
Upper Cambodia. Only in the 
Mekong Delta does Vietnam 
merge imperceptibly along 
flat rice-fields into Khmer ter¬ 
ritory. 

If Indo-China is talked of as 
a unit today it is because the- 
Vietnamese Communists in¬ 
herited the concept of Indo- 
China from the French colon¬ 
ialists who established their 
, ) rule there In the nineteenth 
. century. The Vietnam Com¬ 
munist Party that Ho Chi 
Minii founded in 1930 was re¬ 
named, within a few months, 
the Indo-Cliina Communist 
Party. Years of fighting 


perhaps almost completely 
disappeared now that Saigon 
has capitulated. 

Instead, of the common 
problems of war the Commu¬ 
nist leaders in each country 
are now faced with quite dif¬ 
ferent problems of economic 
and j>olitical reconstruction: 
and the materials, the land 
and the people at their dispos¬ 
al are entirely different too. 

The events of the last few' 
weeks have already proved 
lhat. there is no monolithic 
plan, worked out m Hanoi or 
anywhere else for that mat¬ 
ter, for the future of - Indo- 
China. Cambodia is in the 
grip of a peasant revolt, in 
which the degree of Commu¬ 
nist control and thought can 
only be guessed at. 


The class problem has been 
solved at a stroke by empty¬ 
ing the towns and turning ev¬ 
eryone into peasants. (This 
must also lie seen as the re¬ 
venge of peasants w'ho 
watched the townsmen live 
comfortably Ihrough five 
years of war while their own 
tillages wet$ always under 
the threat of artillery and 
planes.) 

The Vietnamese, mean¬ 
while, clearly intend to bring 
South and North together as a 
large, modem, socialist state.

The situation in Laos is far 
removed from that of either 
Cambodia or South Vietnam. 
The war in Laos ended two 
years ago, since then the 
country has been under a co¬ 
alition government of Com¬ 
munists and non-Communists.

They treat the*king 
with respect and have just 
taken him on a tour of their 
part of the country during 
which the senior Pathet Lao 
leaders (mystery men not yet 
seen in Vientiane) w*ent down 
on iheir knees in homage to 
him. *pie Pathet f^ay also 
seem content to let Prince 
Souvanna Phouma, the non- 
Communist prime minister of 
the coalition government, con¬ 
tinue in power. They know 
that he believes their victory 
is inevitable, and meanwhile 
his prestige among non-Oom- 
munist Laotians helps keep to 
a minimum any opposition to 
ihe steady Communist ascen¬ 
dance. 

For Indo-China to ac,t as 
one it would have to be under 
the direction of the Vietnam¬ 
ese. 

One can Imagine at least 
two ways this might be done; 
either by a federal association 
of the three Indo-China states 
or by Vietnamese domination 
of its two smaller neighbors, 
much as Russia dominates 
East Europe. 

But tills is nowhere near Ihe 
situation today. If Indo-China 
hangs together as a potential

Some of the Khmer and 
Lao CommuntsTs are well 
known to lx? as much nation¬ 
alist as Communist, and in In¬ 
do-China nationalism now 
means keeping your guard up 
against the powerful and rest¬ 
less Vietnamese. The dif¬ 
ferent problems that exist in 
each country already show 
signs of producing different 
Khmer, Lao and Vietnamese 
solutions.

Pierre Trudeau's anti-mili¬ 
tary inclination is a matter of 
record. But his persistent re- 
tusal to allow the purchase of 
a new tank; or rehabilitation 
of die current one, for the Ca¬ 
nadian Army, needs more 
publicity as a distressing ex¬ 
ample of how one man's bias 
has combined with abuse of 
fiower to the detriment of 
sound management for de¬ 
fence policy. 

In letting the antipathy of 
himself, and that of one or 
two members of his cabal, 
take precedence over the 
reasoned judgment of his de¬ 
fence staff land incidentally, 
lhat of practically every other 
nation in the world) he is 
turning his dedicated profes¬ 
sional soldiers — which no 
sovereign country can do 
without — into a demoralized 
gnxip of people. And he’s d»- 
ing this precisely when the 
sovereignty of Canada seems 
upperm<»st in every decision 
he makes. 


W hy this hang-up on tanks? 
It surely can’t be money since 
an effective tank-modification 
program would cost about the 
same as one of 20 aircraft in 
the billion dollar long-range 
patrol aircraft program that 
has apparently had his bless¬ 
ing (up to now' at least). How¬ 
ever his opting for an alterna¬ 
tive to military service during 
tlie Second World War is cer¬ 
tainly part of his cmrent psyr 
chosis even though when 
queried about this minority 
attitude, during the scramble 
lor leadership of the Liberal 
Party, he blandly admitted to 
having subsequently seen the 
light, and then went on to 
field the next question..

II an enemy attacks and es- 
tablishes a beach-head, 
makes a breakthrough, or 
what have you, what’s the 
correct reaction? Do we sim¬ 
ply retreat, dig in, leave - ini¬ 
tiative to the enemy and thus 
invite the loss of more territo¬ 
ry'. Or do we counter-attack 
with an appropriate force of 
which rifles, artillery, and 
tanks are then all essential 
defensive weapons to re-take 
w hat was ours to begin with? 

As we all know, the initial 
stages of the Yom Kippur war 
in 1973 involved a massive de¬ 
struction of Israeli tanks by 
Egyptian infantry. armed 
mainly with a new type anti¬ 
tank weapon. This naturally 
led to much speculation that 
the tank is now obsolete. So 
Mr.Richardson scurried off to 
the Middle East to get confir¬ 
mation — and presumably 
collect brownie points with 
the prime minister. 

According to his hosts in 
Egypt, with whom I have only 
recently talked, the minister 
was much less impressed by 
the reality of what he saw and

was told than he was by the 
number of anti-tank missiles 
he could buy for the price of 
remodelling one tank. 

The Egyptians weren’t at 
all blinded by the spectacular 
success of their anti-tank 
weapons. To a man they as¬ 
sured me that Israeli misuse 
of tanks in the initial stages of 
the battle played a major part 
irf the slaughter, and that they 
had made this judgment clear 
to our minister. Thus they 
were most disturbed by his 
press conference given 
wide circulation in Canada — 
in which he appeared to use 
his Egyptian briefings as 
clear evidence that tanks 
were passe anil that anti-tank 
weapons were the thing on 
which Canada should be 
spending its money. 

I’ve since been assured that 
the potential of new anti-tank 
weapons has been put in 
proper perspective for both 
Mr. Richardson and the prime 
minister. But meanwhile, a 
lot of damage has been done. 
The Canadian public will cer¬ 
tainly remain confused and 
susceptible to ”no tank” pro¬ 
paganda because of Mr. Rich¬ 
ardson's first, fallacious im¬ 
pressions and irresponsible 
remarks. 

Faced with the reality that 
we haven't seen tlie last of 
tanks, and still very emo¬ 
tional about them (maybe just 
plain pig-headed at this 
jKiint), tlie government now' 
seems inclined to side-step live 
tank issue by pulling our 
army troops out of Europe 
and paying dues in NATO 
with an all-air und navy con¬ 
tribution. 


If this should happen we 
would lose integrated training 
for our army that Is the finest 
of its kind available, there 
would be a horrendous loss of 
morale in the army which 
would make any improved 
working relations with sister 
services, achieved by unifica¬ 
tion. hardar to sustain, Cana¬ 
da’s political aims with NATO 
alies and die EEC would be 
much more difficult if not im¬ 
possible to realize, and we 
would probably end up spend¬ 
ing much more for defence 
than by not being so silly 
about tanks. 


The moral of these remarks 
is that establishing a sound, 
a t fordable defence policy for 
Canada isn’t nearly so dif¬ 
ficult as Mr. Trudeau with his 
inhibitions alx>ut defence in 
general, and tanks in par¬ 
ticular, makes it seem. 

Certainly the defence de¬ 
partment, like any other gov¬ 
ernment department, can do 
with sound objective criticism 
by non-professionals and tlie 
occasional overhaul to keep 
tilings on tlie rails. But equal¬ 
ly. National Defence can do 
without emotional hang-ups 
and detailed interference with 
widely accepted military prin¬ 
ciples. 

The department can also do 
without tlie current sort of in¬ 
decision and turmoil that led 
one senior officer to comment 
to me the other day: “Long 
range defence policy in Cana¬ 
da now doesn’t change be¬ 
tween Monday and Friday — 
but of course, only in a goxl 
week!”

A new niulti-pun»ose Town 
Hall, designed in striking 
glass-stone-and-vvood archi- 
ture. that contains a 2.300-seat 
main auditorium, a 1 . 000 -seat 
theatre, and several 500-seal 
conference rooms.

Reporters who cover any 
court, soon learn what Lang 
apparently has not. But how 
-much of that education should 
be reported? For example: 

• Supposing a tough-line. 
judge finds his decisions are 
being reversed by liigher 
courts more than is consid¬ 
ered normal. H pulls back his 
horns to adopt a softer line, 
runs into a case of high public 
interest and levies a sentence 
w-itich meets wide public criti¬ 
cism. Does the press report 
only the case or is it obliged 
to provide the background? 

• "Deals" between op¬ 
posing lawyers are often cri¬ 
ticized by the public but must 
be allowed because the court 
system cannot survive with¬ 
out them. But supposing one 
is made on shaky grounds: 
should the story of a guilty 
plea to a lesser charge say 
so? 

• Imagine some judges 
and lawyers wlio cause more 
than their share of court 
delays but are such nice guys 
that no one wants to com¬ 
plain. If a reporter is writing 
about a delayed trial or court 
delays in general, should per¬ 
sonal foibles be mentioned? 

• If a government be¬ 
moans court delays, shouldn’t 
it be told of such foibles? In 
this connection the B.C. gov¬ 
ernment is said to be studying 
court delays but. like Lang, it 
appears never to have sent 
anyone to a street-level court 
to find out the facts.

• A Canadian law pre¬ 
vents publication of reasons 
for bail if defence counsel so 
requests. If a career criminal 
and qrdinary citizen appear 
on the same day to face iden¬ 
tical charges, shouldn't the 
press be allowed to tell the 
public why the bails are dif¬ 
ferent? 

• Supposing the career 
criminal makes his higher 
bail and then goes out and 
does it again? After the sec- 
ond^bail hearing, the fact he 
was on ball from the first 
charge cannot be published if 
the defence so requests. The 
public wonders why he is in 
custody for months and. for¬ 
getting the part of the press 
in this for a moment, what 
right does the public have to 
know?

Pearson College example of line education 

Schools given lesson

If Education Minister Eileen Dailly should ever want to 
find out what education is like at its best she should spend 
some time at Lester B. Pearson College of the Pacific. 

So should every school trustee, teacher and principal in 
British Columbia. For whatever went sour with our public ed¬ 
ucation system, is carefully avoided at Pearson College. 

Let’s look for a moment at the type of building that 
passes for a school in the public system. With few exceptions, 
our schools are stereotyped, unimaginative and impersonal 
buildings. They are little more than factories dispensing a 
sometimes questionable level of education. 

Pearson College has broken with the tradition of large in¬ 
stitutionalized buildings. Its campus is housed in a number of 
smaller buildings. 

At a time when B.C.’s lumber industry is crying for 
markets, Sooke school district plans a school of mostly steel 
construction. Pearson College has as its major building mate¬ 
rial B.C.’s native cedar. Ironically, it was a Toronto architect 
who designed the complex while our local architects dream 
up steel structures. 

Const ruction cost of conventional schools is about. $55 a 


square foot. Pearson College was built at a cost of $27 a 
square-foot, less than half the cost of our factory4ype 
schools. 

The public education system is overloaded with services 
aimed at coaxing students into learning. Pearson College con¬ 
sists of basics, but succeeds in capturing the imagination of 
its students. 

Perhaps -it i n to o size of our schools, especially high 
schools, which has dehumanized toe learning process. No 
teacher in a school of 1,000 students and more can possibly 
have that personal involvement essential in making an educa¬ 
tion system work. Perhaps more high schools with fewer 
students are toe answer: and blast the amenities that we 
build into our super schools. 

Maybe it isn’t necessary to liave sophisticated language 
labs in a high school of 1,500 students, few of whom are able 
to converse in a foreign language after several years of 
study. 

Perhaps we should take another look at toe "little red 
school house." And for the tight-fisted, there is always toe 
consolation that it doesn't necessarily have to cost more. We 
may. however, turn out students who can actually speak and 
write intelligently in their own language. 
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Letters to the editor 
should be as brief as pos¬ 
sible; others want space, 
too.

Eight-hour personal protest 
on police station’s tiny ledge

Daniel Bradley Cain, al¬ 
ready facing major charges 
after a seven-hour Greater 
Victoria kidnap and search 
drama April 8. picked an un¬ 
usual place Tuesday to stage 
an eight-hour personal protest 

a tiny barred window-ledge 
on the walls of the Victoria 
police station. 

Cain. 19. was protesting se¬ 
rial confinement at the Wil- 
“ktnsnTT Road provincial jail 
for himself and his friend Wil¬ 
liam Mack, 26, but w-as finally 
talked down in a co-operative 
effort involving Chief J. F. 
Gregory and other Victoria 
policemen, two lawyers, Mack 
and a reporter. 

As solution 

At a press conference 
suggested by Gregory as a 
solution to the day-long im¬ 
passe, Cain and Mack said 
there was no truth -to a state¬ 
ment by jail director Mall 
McGillivray that they planned 
an escape last Saturday. 

McGillivnay said a repoil 
that such an escape was im- 
niinet caused the move of 
Cain and Mack to an isolated 
area the day before and 
also caused a plan to transfer 
them temjKirarily to the B.C. 
mainland. 

Whilp Cain was on the tiny 
ledge between a city jail win¬ 
dow and the bars around it. 
Mack was in Victoria Provin¬ 
cial Court for his transfer. It 
went through but his lawyer, 
Dean Wilson, was reported 
trying to reverse it. Anri 
Cain’s lawyer, Michael Hut¬ 
chison, said he would opjjose 
such a transfer in court this 
morning. 

About 9 a.in. 

The complex incident began 
at about 9 a.m., when Cain 
was brought in from the jail 
to the police station for what 
appeared to be a routine one- 
week remand required by law 
before his first preliminary 
hearing July 7. 

All prisoners brought in 
from "Wilkie” are put in a 
waiting area in the second- 
floor jail - a large room sep¬ 
arated from the rest of the 


tail and high enough to have 
two sets of windows. 

The room has a small mez¬ 
zanine or balcony and Cain 
somehow climbed up to the 
higher level of windows while 
no one was watching, possibly 
using the balcony rail as a 
linal boost. He crouched in 
the inside recess of the second 
window from the balcony and, 
when |>olice came to take him 
to court, wouldn't come down 

Near window 

Until shortly before li a m . 
Cain either stayed in the 
recess or sat on a bar near 
the window. Both were eight 
feet or more from the floor 
and police decided to wait 
him out because Cain or one 
or more frolicemen might be 
hurt in an effort to move him. 

Cain apparetly realized, as 
one officer put it, that "we'll 
help him as soon as he wants 
to help himself." So, to at¬ 
tract attention, he squeezed 
between slanted sections of 
the window and was out. 

There was never any 
chance that he would escape 
because metal bars a lew 
inches out from the window 
were the first barrier and 
thick wooden bars down the 
station walls were the second. 

No shouting 

Cain didn't shout for atten¬ 
tion. In fad. newsmen didn't 
hear of his new position for 
nearly an hour and then 
learned of it from police. The 
first to talk to Cain were two 
photographers, including Ian 
McKain of the Colonist. 

Cain told them he wanted to 
get a note to "the press peo¬ 
ple and my lawyer" about jail 
treatment of Mack and him¬ 
self. He wrapped the note 
around a cigarette-tobacco 
pouch and threw it dowji to 
the photographers. It read: 

"Your Honor and the Press: 
On Friday, June 6th, I Danny 
Cain and Bill Mack were 
taken from the Awaiting Trial 
section of Wilkinson Road jail 
and locked in separate cells in 
the west wing, which is not m 
use. These cells are not clean 
and are unfit. 

"Chains and padlocks were 
fastened around the cell

Keenleyside report wants closer provincial, federal ties 

Joint police, fire services urged 


Amalgamation of firetight- 
i n g services in multi¬ 
municipal areas is strongly 
recommended in the Dr. Hugh 
Keenleyside report on fire¬ 
fighting services in B.C. 

The report was made public 
Tuesday. 

Keenleyside also calls for 
greater co-operation and 
clearly defined responsi¬ 
bilities between federal and 
provincial governments where 
either or both maintain fire¬ 
fighting services. 

At the municipal level, 
Keeleyside recommends that 
"either through amalgama¬ 
tion. or by the establishment 
of some regional authority for 
the purpose, the distribution 
of firefighting facilities in the 
Ixjwer Mainland and the 
Greater Victoria region 
should be rationalized; and 
co-operation among the 
various d epartm ents, in such 
mailers as compalability «)f 
equipment, shbuld be en¬ 
forced." 

But. Keenleyside added, 
there should be no amalgama¬ 
tion of police with firefighting 
units into a single safety ser¬ 
vice forr.p _ ] 

"The amalgamation of mu¬ 
nicipal fire and police depart¬ 
ments ifi a single municipal 
safety service should be pro¬ 
hibited unless specifically 
sanctioned for clearly stated 
reasons by the fire commis¬ 
sion." the report states. 

KsquimaH is the only 
Greater Victoria municipality 
with a combined police- 
firelight inc force. 

In areas of the province n<>1 
covered by municipal fire de¬ 
partments a regional fire¬ 
fighting force should tie es¬ 
tablished, Keenleyside said. 


In addition to the amal¬ 
gamation of various fire de¬ 
partments. he recommends a 
consistent training system for 
all firefighters be established 
and for that pui*|>ose 

• The National Fire Code 
be adopted by B.C. subject to 
strengthening at the discre¬ 
tion of the proposed B.C. Fire 
Commission. 

• An immediate stari he 
made on the compiling of a 
B.C. fire services training 
manual. 

• A common standard of 
competence be established lor 
all firefighter grades with a 
common exam for all would- 
be firefighters. 

• Early talks between the 


labor department, unions and 
the fire commission to es¬ 
tablish apprenticeship pro¬ 
grams in all fire departments 

• A requirement that all 
firefighters be proficient in 
first aid and that a first-aid 
certificate holder receive 
higher wages. 

Keenleyside says the right 
of firemen to strike should lie 
maintained, but with clearly 
stated refinements. 

"That right should be-/sub¬ 
ject to the working out of an 
agreement between the de¬ 
partment of labor, the munici¬ 
pal authorities (presumably 
working through the Union of 
B.C. Municipalities) and the 
B.C. Association of Profes¬ 


sional Fire Fighters which 
would provide: 

"That clearly defined life 
support services would at all 
times be maintained. 

"And that in advance of any 
strike the firefighters' organi¬ 
zation concerned has filed 
with the Labor Relations 
Board a specific plan de¬ 
tailing the manner in which 
life-support services are to be 
maintained." 

The report says that while 
w‘age agreements should be 
negotiated by the municipal 
authorities, the negotiators 
should accept the basic princi¬ 
ple that “remuneration of 
firefighters and equivalent 
ranks among the police should 


be closely comparable." 

It says "sleps should, be 
taken to work out federal- 
provincial agreements which 
would clearly define the* dis¬ 
tribution of fire service re¬ 
sponsibilities relating to air¬ 
craft. airports, marine in¬ 
stallations and vessels and In¬ 
dian reservations." 

Keenleyside said that in the 
case of reservations "a com¬ 
mon pattern covering protec ¬ 
tion, suppression and the dis¬ 
tribution of costs should be 
sought." 

Many Indian reservations in 
the province are entirely with¬ 
out protection and some ref¬ 
use offers of assistance from 
nearby municipalities. 


Higher rents, taxes feared 


There'll be higher rents, in¬ 
flated taxes and unnecessary 
expenses if the provincial gov¬ 
ernment adopts all 14 of Dr. 
Hugh Keenleyside's fire pre¬ 
vention and firefighting rec¬ 
ommendations made in a re¬ 
port released Tuesday. Vic¬ 
toria area t>oliticians and bu¬ 
sinessmen predicted the same 
day. 

But the same men who 
made those predictions also 
said many of the recommen¬ 
dations contained in Ihe 
178-page rei*>rt were nothing 
more than common sense. 

Saanich Mayor Ed Lmn * 
said he objected to Kecnley- 
sirie’s recommendation thyi 
fire, departments of the 
(treater Victoria area be 


amalgamated.y saying such a 
move would mean Saanich 
"would be looking at more 
personnel (and) considerable 
cost increase to boost man¬ 
power." * 

Lum s'aid r he consideurd the 
pn>|x)sal unnecessary, adding 
he regarded it as unfair to 
,burden . Saanich taxpayers 
with the expense of protecting 
Victoria buildings. 

In Esquimalt, Mayor Art 
Young had an opposing opin¬ 
ion. Amalgamation of .'the de¬ 
partments. he said, wait, "the 
likeliest thing we could join 
on.” 

Victoria Mayor Peter Pollen 
and ,Oak Bay Mayor Brian 
Smith could not he reached 
for comment. 


In Sidney, Mayor Stanley 
Dear said he had proposed 
hiring a professional to head 
up the town's volunteers 
some time ago. a proposal he 
said had met with little op¬ 
position from, the volunt eers_ 
themselves. 

"Unfortunately," the mayor 
said. “council could not 
agree " 

He hailed the proposal as 
"something long overdue." 

In North Saanich. Mayor 
Paul Grieve was a hit. more 
reserved, though he- said he 
recognized the proposal was a 
valid one. * 

Ideally, the mayor 'said, 
North Saanich should re- 
amalgamate with Sidney and 
Ihe two municipalities should 
share the cost of a profes¬ 


sional chief to head one de¬ 
partment. 

Only in Central Saanich w as 
guarded criticism of the pro¬ 
posal voiced, when fire com¬ 
mittee chairman Aid. Percy 
Lazarz said to would have to 
sound out" the municipality's 
volunteers before making 
serious comment. 

In Victoria, construction 
company partner and B.C 
Construction Association pres¬ 
ident - Wayne Farmer had 
harsher Words for some of 
Keenleyside’s f. recommen¬ 
dations. 

Farmer said the suggestion 
of adding Eternal, fireproof 
elevators on highrises "would 
add tremendous cost, which 
would naturally tie reflected 
in the rents." 


Days of easy pickups over in garbage collection field

Greater Victoria’s pam¬ 
pered days of at-your-door 
garbage pickup are num¬ 
bered. 

The end is in sight, too, of 
long coffee breaks -and four- 
hour work days for Saanich's 
collection crews. 

Following an impressive re¬ 
port from municipal engineer 
Cliff Warren which recom¬ 
mended curbside service as 
ihe best way to cut collection 
costs, some members of Saan¬ 
ich council’s public works 
committee Tuesday protested 


against residents being asked 
to accept reduced service 
when the collection is "no¬ 
toriously inefficient." 

Warren argued that Saan¬ 
ich’s system costs about the 
same per household as other 
municipal systems which do 
not offer expensive backyard 
pickup, but aldermen clung to 
their charges of inefficiency. 

Aid. Mcl Couvelier said he 
is "convinced we have an in- 
elficierit force," and he has 
observed several crews gath¬ 
ered at "morning coffee 
clubs." 

‘The $100.0(10 saving in gar¬ 


bage costs requested, by coun¬ 
cil could be achieved simply 
be tightening up routes, 
schedules and use of crews, 
without reducing service, he 
claimed. 

Mayor Ed Lum estimated 
that 50 |>er cent of complaints 
received by his office an* 
about garbage, and most of 
those are about fleets of 
trucks and their crews sitting 
around with apparently noth¬ 
ing to do. 

Aldermen William Noel and 
William Campbell added fuel 
to the garbage tire by claim¬ 
ing some crews work only a 


lew hours during a day and 
others work five hours at the 
most. Noel conceded that ef¬ 
ficiency measures may bp 
hampered by labor negotia¬ 
tions. i 

Since the end of Saanich's 
lockout.-garbage trucks have 
lieen reassigned, trips to the 
dump by half-full trucks eli¬ 
minated and the work force 
reduced by 10 men, Warren 
explained. Although the ef¬ 
ficiency drive is continuing, it 
will only result in minor sav¬ 
ings, he told the committee. 

"The big money is in ( hang¬ 


ing the level of service," he 
said. 

His report compared ser¬ 
vice in Greater Victoria, 
where core municipalities are 
reassessing their garbage sys¬ 
tems. to that in other Canadi¬ 
an cities including Vancouver. 
Edmonton. Calgary and Lon¬ 
don. Ont. Victoria and London 
are the only cities which pro¬ 
vided _bacl<yard pickup. 

Other municipalities require 
residents 1o carry garbage 
cans to their curbs for pickup. 

Warren discounted biweekly 
collection as a cost-cutting 
measure because the house¬ 


hold can quota would have to 
be raised from two to four. 
Experience in other cities has 
shown people do not reduce 
their garbage production 
when the frequency of collec¬ 
tion is reduced, he sajd. 

The saving from reduced 
pickufis would be only $ 100.000 
a year, Warren said 

On the other hand, curbside 
service could eventually cut 
collection costs in half, he 
said. 

Side-loading trucks which 
can be operated by one man 
are the key to this scheme 
Even using the municipality's 


rear-loadirig trucks, curbside 
pickup would speed collection 
and rediice crews from three 
to two men. he said. 

Investment in new trucks 
would not affect savings, War¬ 
ren said, because Saanich's 
present trucks will need to be 
replaced in the next five 
years. 

For people who cannot 
carry their own garbage cans 
1 o the curb, the municipality 
could provide backyard pick¬ 
up or wheeled carts for the 
fans for a frr, Warren 
suggested 


The committee will receive 
more specific recommen¬ 
dations on curbside service 
from Warren at its next meet¬ 
ing. arvd further reports tin in¬ 
creasing efficiency of present 
service. 

Council will also be con¬ 
sidering whether the question 
of curbside service should be 
pul to a, vote on ibis Sep¬ 
tember's referendum. 

Warren assured council no 
sanitation problems are ex¬ 
pected if Saanich continues 
present biweekly pickups 
through ihe summer.

Business letters 
cost $3.39 apiece 

TORONTO (CP) — The cost of producinc 
a single standard business letter in Canada is 
$3.39, says a survey by the Dartnell Institute of 
Business Research in Chicago. 

The survey calculated the largest single 
cost as 99 cents for the work of the secretary 
who earns an average of $132 a week and takes 
18 minutes to take dictation, type and put the 
letter in the mail. 

Another 75 cents is added by the work of 
Hie person who dictates the letter, earning $256 
a week and taking seven minutes to dictate a 
50-word letter. 

Stationery and other material cost 12 
cents, fixed charges for heating, electricity, 
taxes and other overheads cost 87 cents and 
mailing costs 22 cents. 

Filing adds 18 cents and non-productive 
labor (time lost in conjunction with the pro¬ 
duction of the letter) adds another 26 cents. 

The survey found the cast of producing a 
business letter in the United States was 40 
cents more than in Canada. This reflects higher 
labor costs for secretarial and filing staff and 
higher postage rates.

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LONDON (Reuter) Stock 
prices and the pound lell 
sharply Tuesday in reaction 
to the latest gloomy warnings 
about the weakness of I he 
British economy. 

For the third successive day 
since the referendum confirm¬ 
ing Britain as a member of 
the European Common Mar¬ 
ket the stock market slumped 
in a wide-ranging retreat, 
although trading was thin.

HAMILTON (CP) - A 
former dredging company of- 
ficla told the Hamilton harbor 
scandal trial Tuesday his 
company paid 515,000 under 
the table to another firm for 
an alleged kickback to local 
harbor officials. 

Louis Quinlan, former vice- 
president and general manag¬ 
er of the marine division of 
McNamara Corp., said his 
company paid off a 515,000 
•‘score sheet” obligation to 
the J. P. Porter Co. Ltd., for 
what a Porter official told 
him was a payoff to officials 
of the Hamilton Harbor Com¬ 
mission. 

The former company of¬ 
ficial was testifying at the 
trial of former harbor com¬ 
missioner Kenneth. Elliott and 
businessman Reginald Fisher. 
The two are charged with 10 
counts of conspiracy, fraud 
and uttering in connection 
with alleged kickbacks ami 
payoffs on dredging and con¬ 
struction projects in the 
barb >r in the 1970-72 period. 

Quinlan said his company 
won a 1970 tender for a ioh on 
behalf of the Steel Co. of Can¬ 
ada Ltd., in Hamilton harbor, 
involving about $2 million in 
dredging and landfill. 

The witness, testifying 
under the Canada and Ontario 
Evidence acts, said J. P. 
Porter was a silent partner on 
the deal, collecting 40 per 
cent of the profits in return 
for submitting a high bid. 

Quinlan explained that the 
McNamara plan was to use a 
hydraulic dredge to pump rill 
through a -floating pipeline 
across the harbor, but said he 
w as informed of objections to 
the^ idea. 

He said he approached 
Horace ‘Joe) Rindress, then 
president of J P Porter, to 
lalk to harbor officials be¬ 
cause Rindress was on better 
terms with the commission 
and. in addition, was a silenl 
partner in thp project. 

Quinlan said Rindress 
.agreed to do what he could 
and the pipeline project even¬ 
tually went ahead.

urged Sasha to pose by the 
plastic pool, the pho¬ 
tographers rushed into posi¬ 
tion for the picture. 

Sasha romped toward the 
pool but then — with a glance 
at Uie photographers — sud¬ 
denly darted out of range in 
another direction. The cam¬ 
eras were lowered. 

Later, the photographers 
were permitted to take pic¬ 
tures from a distance — of 
the 20-by-40-foot covered r»ool 
that is giving Prime Minister 
Trudeau a political headache. 
It is still under construction 
at the 24 Sussex Drive resi¬ 
dence. 

Trudeau is said by aides to 
regret allowing the pool to he 
built because of the con¬ 
troversy over the Identity of 
those paying for it. The pool 
and a connecting tunnel to the 


residence, costing more than 
J200.000, are being paid for by 
a group of anonymous donors. 

A quick peek inside the pool 
building showed the pool will 
be fully tiled when the deck¬ 
ing around it is completed. 
The outside patio area is 
strewn with construction 
debris. 

A press aide said it is hoped 
the |jooI w ill be ready by the 
end of the month. A city con¬ 
struction permit posted on a 
nearby construction shed, 
dated Jan. 8. is valid until 
July 8. 

The garden party was the 
first at the primfc minister’s 


residence since Trudeau mar¬ 
ried in March, 1971. Regular 
parties for diplomats are 
lield by the governor-general. 

Mrs. Trudeau, expecting a 
third child in October, chatted 
with the guests wearing a 
brown tent dress with a geo¬ 
metric pattern. Trudeau wore 
a beige summer suit with a 
white rose in the lapel, a 
floral-pattern shirt and green 
tie. 

The diplomats discussed af¬ 
fairs of state in their home 
countries, the comings and 
goings in the diplomatic com¬ 
munity and the unpleas¬ 
antness of winter in Ottawa.

Wilson shuffled his cabinet Tuesday, assign¬ 
ing new posts to four ministers, including 
controversial Industry Secretary Anthony 
Wedgwood Benn.

There is nothing ostenta¬ 
tious about the living room, 
centred on a great atone fire¬ 
place. The furniture Is com¬ 
fortable looking, featuring 
many orange-colored chairs, 
some modern, some well- 
worn.

Newly-elected B.C. Wildlife Federation president Art 
Downs, has called upon the 40.000 Federation members to 
take a stand against “the manner In which Indians are 
slaughtering our wildlife under the mistaken impression Hat 
they have hereditary rights.’’ 

He says the courts have ruled that they have no heredi¬ 
tary rights and that they must obey the law like everyone 

else. 

“The flagrant abuse of our wildlife by Indians makes me 
laugh when people try to tell me that the Indians were the 
first conservationists.” he says. 

Downs says: “We must insist that they obey the law; we 
must aid the fish and wildlife branch to ensure that they do. 
By aid l don’t mean citizen’s arrests bee aua e t h is action can 
result in too many complications. I mean reporting infrac¬ 
tions that we see and then being prejsared to go to court to 
testify-.’’ 

He outlines several cases of Indians breaking the law' 
with regard to fish and game. 

“About 20 years ago when I joined the Quesnel Rod and 
Gun Club the first thing I was given was a shovel. We then 
proceeded to a small waterway known as Dragon Creek 
where the club was building a dam 60 that coarse fish in the 
lake could be poisoned and rainbow trout stocked. We built 
the dam, the lake was rehabilitated and since then has 
become one of the better fly-fishing lakes in the province, 
yielding rainbow to 18 pounds. 

"Rut, how long is a question!” he emphasized. 

“The fish spawn in an inlet creek and this past'spring 
they have been gaffed, netted, speared and clubbed, in many 
cases the fish simply left in the creek or on the bank to rot. 

“From May 1 to 28 twelve charges were laid against both 
Indians and non-Indians. 

“But, the significant things is that the Indians are claim¬ 
ing hereditary rights and deliberately breaking the law." 
Downs explains. “I don’t think they have any intentions of 
stopping their clubbing and netting and gaffing, not only on 
Dragon Lake, but elsewhere in B.C.” 

He tells of Hidden Lake and Nako Creek which were bar¬ 
ren until a big community-wide rehabilitation effort; and how 
Indians, most of them not locals, desecrated the runs last 
spring. 

In the 1940s the fish and wildlife branch stocked Hidden 
Lake, east of Enderby, near Mabel Lake. The rainbow 
thrived, with a 21-pounder taken and many smaller ones. 
However, the fish couldn’t spawn in either of the two inlet 
streams because they entered the lake on a wide estuary. 

In 1970 one inlet stream, Nako Creek, was partially 
cleared to aid a few trout trying to get into the creek to 
spawn. About three pair succeeded and the fry showed up in 
the creek and the lake that fall. 

The Enderby Fish and Game Club did more work on 
Nako Creek. School students did the work on Delorme. Nako 
Creek was completed so fish could swim upstream about 100 
yards. 

In 1973 the government hired students and spent $1,500 on 
Delorme Creek, improving the spawning beds and approxi¬ 
mately 300 fish (weighing up to 20 pounds) spawned that 
year. During the early spring the Enderby Fish and Game 
Club did minor improvements to Nako Creek and more than 
100 spawners spawned in the creek. 

In spring of 1975 the Enderby club, fish and wildlife 
branch, Armstrong students removed obstruction in Nako 
Creek to aid spawning fish. Forest service fire crews aided 
conservationists in both creeks. 

In 1975 the fish-run into Nako Creek was the best yet. an 
estimated 400 fish on May 21, many of them better than eight 
pounds. Then on May 25 the Indians decided to exercise 
their “hereditary rights” on this system which had been re¬ 
habilitated by efforts of many community groups, amounting 
to 1500 man hours of volunteer work. 

On May 14 some poachers had been apprehended. On 
May 18 a group of local Indian people were found taking fish 
from Delorme Creek. On May 21 more poachers were 
charged with molesting these fish, in this case, beating them 
with clubs. 

On Sunday, May 25, at least 80 Indians arrived at Nako 
Crfcek, most of them not locals. 

The fish and wildlife branch estimates that 60 fish were 
taken from the creek and unaccountable damage done to 
spawn as they chased up and down the small waterway. 

Charges have been laid against both Indians and whites, 
and the entire community is seething with anger. 

“This dreadful desecration of our wildlife resource ap¬ 
palls us all. I have no hesitation in saying that the organized 
sportsmen of British Columbia are not going to sit and watch 
this stupid, senseless destruction of a wildlife heritage Ui<*l 
belongs to us all — Indian land claims, or no Indian land 
claims,” says Downs.

The award was given in 
1972 to Mr. Pearson, who was 
a football coach at the Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto and played 
basketball, hockey and la¬ 
crosse in his university days.

versity, president of the 
CIAU.

Slight rap for outspoken admiral 


OTTAW A (CP* In term* 
of numbers of vessels, Vice- 
Admiral-Douglas Boyle is run¬ 
ning the third largest ‘ navy*' 
in the federal government. 

The 42 vessels of his armed 
forces Maritime Command 
fleet are dwarfed by the 
600-odd vessels'll all sizes 
operated by fisheries and en¬ 
vironment departments. 

His fleet is belittled by the 
166 operated by the transport 
ministry’s coast guard ser¬ 
vice. 

The 23 naval vessels on the 
Atlantic compare with the 
28-ship Terry and coastal fleet 
run by Canadian National in 


Atlantic Canada. The navy 
has 19 vessels on the Pacific 
compared with the 26-ship 
British Columbia government 
ferry service. 

Comparisons are perhaps 
misleading. new Dt)l 1-280 
destroyer costs S2S7 million; 
the 10-ycai 1 building program 
of the fisheries and environ¬ 
ment departments is 5120 mil¬ 
lion. 

But comparisons were invit¬ 
ed when the admiral, in an 
outburst in Halifax t ha t got 
him in hot water in Ottawa, 
said some day the federal 
government “navies" must be 
brought into one maritime 


force. He was referring to de¬ 
fence, environment and fish¬ 
eries. coast guard and RCMP-. 

In t$lks with Progressive 
Conservatives, the admiral 
said an integrated command- 
structure would mean a.more 
cohesive maritime force 
which probably could be 
o|ierated more economically. 

He said that the environ¬ 
ment department initiated a 
530-million program to build 
two surveillance patrol ves¬ 
sels yet he has destroyers tied 
up because he has not enough 
money to buy fuel for them. 

A fisheries and environment 


spokesman said Tuesday the 
two patrol vessels on order, 
both J20-foot aluminum ves¬ 
sels, will cost 53 million each. 
He said the annual new vessel 
cost tor Ihe department is 512 
million. 


OTTAWA (CP) Vice-Ad¬ 
miral Douglas Boyle re¬ 
turned to Halifax Tuesday 
after receiving a slight rap on 
the knuckles from Defence 
Minister James Richardson 
t o r outspoken comments 
made during the weekend. 

“There wifi be no discipli¬ 
nary action.’* Richardson told 


reporters after a 45-minute 
session with his c hief of Mari¬ 
time Command. 

“Admiral Boyle under¬ 
stands that he went beyond 
his authority in commenting 
on other departments and I 
am certain he will not do that 
again." he said. 

Hoyle was called here to ex¬ 


plain to Gen. Jacques Qex- 
traze. chief of defence staff, 
and Richardson, the remarks 
he made to a group of 
Progressive Conservative 
MPs in Halifax. 

The admiral said the do 
fence department needs more 
money, that he cannot use his 
ships as he should because 


there is not enough money for 
fuel and that he hopes Ihe 
government will not compro- 
inise on requirements for a 
new long-range patrol air¬ 
craft. 

Richardson said he supports 
much of what the admiral 
said about defence.

WINNIPEG (CP) - A 60- 
> ear-old widow went to great 
heights to protest proposal 
federal legislation and to ad¬ 
vertise for a husband. 

Julie Paquette climbed to 
the roof of the Information 
Canada building on Portage 
Avenue in , riownlov , n Win¬ 
nipeg to attract prospective 
husbands and focus attention 
on what she calls the discrim¬ 
inatory aspects in amend¬ 
ments to the Old Age Security 
Act. 

She was eventually arrested 
and removed from the two- 
storey building on a stretcher 
by police and firemen. She is 
charged with causing a dlstur- 
bance. 

The amendment now before 
the house of commons would 
extend pension benefits, sub¬ 
ject to a means test, to any 
person between the age of 60 
and 6b married to a pen¬ 
sioner. Mrs. Paquette, a 
mother of two, claims widows 
cannot benefit from the pro¬ 
posed legislation. 

“It perpetuates the belief 
that because men are older 
than their spouses, women, 
oan accrue more benefits by 
setting their status by mar¬ 
riage." she said on top of the 
building. 

Mrs. Paquette said the 
amendment contravenes a 
portion of the United Nations 
human rights bill dealing with 
equality between rtiarricd and 
unmarried women. 

To dramatize her opinion, 
she carried a sign that read: 
“Spouse Wanted. Woman, age 
60, will share companionship. 
Any age if wealthy or will 
consider man of limited 
means u at least G5 years of, 
age. Object matrimony." 


Pilgrims killed 
iu bus plunge 

TEHRAN (UPI) - A bus 
crammed with Moslem pil¬ 
grims, mainly Saudi Arabi¬ 
ans. plunged into a ravine, 
killing 1 2 persons and Injuring 
18 others, many of them 
seriously. The bus was taking 
the pilgrims from Iran’s holy 
«*ity of Qom. 80 miles south of 
Tehran to n shrine of the Mos¬ 
lem Sbia sect at Meshed.

"Women occupy a key place 
in our society. The nation can 
progress only if a better deal 
is given to our women.” 

All these parties have asked 
their workers to support the 
women’s lib movement and 
take it to the remotest ham¬ 
lets. 

The pro-Moscow Commu¬ 
nists are believed to have re¬ 
cruited as many as 35.000 
women propagandists In the 
slates of West Bengal. Kerala 
and Andhra alone. 

But an official of the Jana 
Sangh said his party has dou¬ 
ble that number of women 
workers in the three states. 
Some women think that this 
sudden interest In women’s 
rights Is only an attempt to 
"capture" as many female 
votes as possible with a gen¬ 
eral election only a year 
away.

Where fashion becomes you. 
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Four categories 
for sexual assault 
urged in rape law 


OTTAWA (CP) - The fed¬ 
eral advisory council on the 
status of women gave prelim i- 
*nary approval Tuesday to pro¬ 
posals that would rewrite fed¬ 
eral rape laws if adopted by 
the government. 

A report which the council 
will dij^uss with justice de¬ 
partment experts and rape 
crisis centres across the 
country was adopted unani¬ 
mously at a general council 
meeting. _ .. 

A final drafts expected to 
be adopted during the next 
council meeting at Halifax in 
October. The council acts in 
an advisory capacity to the 
government. 

If accepted, the recommen¬ 
dations would abolish the 
word rape and replace It in 
the statute books with four 
categories of sexual assault. 

Offences would vary In 
seriousness and penalties, de¬ 
pending on the presence or 
absence of violence and on 
the occurrence of intercourse, 
•at least at an initial stage." 

Protection against sexual 
abuse and exploitation would 
be extended to both sexes if 
the proposals are accepted, 
the report says. 

At the same time the pro¬ 
posals would recognize that 
the law cannot, and should 
not, prevent "all sexual activ¬ 
ity engaged in by minors.” 

Less sweeping changes al¬ 
ready are planned by Justice 
Minister Otto Lang. A bill 


scheduled to be tabled soon in 
the Commons is expected to 
announce new measures to 
protect rape victims from em¬ 
barrassment and harassment 
in the courts. 

Lang indicated last year the 
changes would restrict court 
questions on the victim's sex¬ 
ual background, prevent re¬ 
porting of the victim’s name, 
reduce public access to rape 
proceedings, and encourage 
the transfer of trials to 
centres outside the victim’s" 
hometown. 

The council’s proposals 
would establish four degrees 
of sexual assault, the most 
serious involving sexual pene¬ 
tration and other factors such 
as the use of a weapon and 
the age of the victim. 

No person under 14 would 
be considered capable of giv¬ 
ing consent to intercourse. 
Persons between 14 and 36 
w'ould be considered incapa¬ 
ble if the accused person is a 
parent, teacher, guardian or 
someone else “in authority 
over the victim.’’ 

Second degree sexual as¬ 
sault would be defined as sex¬ 
ual contact without inter¬ 
course in any of the circum¬ 
stances otherwise constituting 
a first degree offence. 

A third degree charge 
would include sexual penetra¬ 
tion in cases where no injury 
is suffered. The fourth catego¬ 
ry would be sexual contact 
without injury.

Dockyard 
workers 
still out 


About 160 civilian em¬ 
ployees at HMC Dockyard, 
Esquimau, were off the job 
Tuesday as a series of rotat¬ 
ing strikes by dockyard 
workers continued for a sec¬ 
ond day. 

But there were signs the 
stalemate in negotiations be¬ 
tween the dockyard trades 
and labor council of the Na¬ 
tional Defence Employees and 
the federal treasury board 
may be broken soon. 

Don Bums, an Esqulmalt 
dockyard employee and na¬ 
tional secretary of the Na¬ 
tional Defence Employees, 
said the council has accepted 
the services of Marcel Gar- 
neau, public service staff re¬ 
lations board general secre¬ 
tary, to find a mediator for 
the dispute with the treasury 
board. 

Bums said the union has in¬ 
formed Gameau that the 
council's bargaining commit¬ 
tee was "quite prepared to be 
in Ottawa at 24 hours’ notice 
as a show of good faith and 
willingness to resume negotia¬ 
tions." 

The rotating strikes by the 
900 workers in Esquimalt and 
the 1,500 Halifax dockyard 
employees now are in their 
second week.

M. V. Chesnut’s 

Garden notes' 


In my last column w* dtsm 
cussed the raising of perenni¬ 
al flowering plant* from seed, 
and I stressed the point that - 
this ie only practicable and 
worthwhile with kinds that 
start blooming in their second 
year of life. 

The slowpokes — the peony 
is a good example—may take 
five years or more before the 
first flower appears, aid 
these are much better pur¬ 
chased as mature roots or 
plants. 

★ k k 

.Several readers have won¬ 
dered why I am discussing 
weed-sowing so late m the 
season, long after the normal 
time for popping seeds in the 
ground: this because we are 
dealing with perennials. 

,\nnual flowers, which live 
only the one year, must be 
started reasonably early if we 
are to get some color in the 
garden before the summer o 
half over, but the perennials 
are not going to bloom this 
year anyway, so an early 
start is not required. 

★ A- k 

Our object, then, is to grow 
plants big enough and strong 


enough to come through the 
winter safely, and for this 
purpose most perennial seeds 
©an be sown any time up to 
about the middle of July. 

1 know through the mail, 
that some home gardeners 
have tried their hand at rais¬ 
ing perennials from seed but 
became browned off and dis¬ 
couraged when their seedlings 
didn’t come popping up as 
rapidly and ss vigorously M 
their sweet peas, marigolds 
and nasturtiums. 


This is because the whole 
metabolism of the perennial is 
slower; the seeds take longer 
to germinate and the plant 
growth is sluggish compared 
with the go-for-broke annuals. 
Because of this, the seeds 
should be handled differently. 

It is true, in theory at least, 
that perennials can be raised 
from a casual scattering of 
the seeds on the ground, for 
this is Mother Nature's 
method of propagation. 

In actual practice, though, 
it is difficult to give the tiny 
and delicate plants the protec¬ 
tion they need for a good start 


in life unless the seeds are 
sown in pots or boxes. 

★ ★ ★ 

Under these conditions you 
have complete control of the 
factors that govern germina¬ 
tion and early growth; texture 
of soil, drainage, watering, 
how much sun and the like. 

And you can protect the 
baby plants from the many 
ills and hazards of early life 
in the open ground — from 
I>eing washed out -by heavy 
rain, getting lout or forgotten, 
scratched up by the family 
cat, scorched by the midday 
sun, eaten by slugs or cut¬ 
worms, or - - and I have seen 
this happen more than once — 
pulled up in mistake for 
weeds! 

★ * A 

Mind you, because I ad¬ 
vocate sowing in pots or 
boxes, this doesn't mean you 
MUST have a greenhouse, or 
even a coldframe or sun- 
porch'. Pots or boxes can be 
covered with plastic to retain 
moisture, making each pot 
into a little individual green¬ 
house. 

Nor do these pots or boxes 
need clutter up the window- 


6 ills indoors at this season at 
the year. The best place far 
them, in faxit, is outdoors in a 
shaded place, perhaps under 
the overhang of shrubs, per 
haps in the corner of a roofed 
patio or carport. 


Better keep them off the 
ground, though, to guard 
against grubs, small slugs 
and earthworms entering the 
pot. through ths drainage 
hole. 

The soil for perennial seeds 
la the same as for annual 
flowers and vegetables; a 
good all-round mixture Is two 
parts good loam topsoil to one 
part dampened peat moss and 
one part coarse, gritty sand. 

Incidentally, a very good 
substitute for clean, coarse 
sand is Kitty Utter from the 
supermarket. 

Tlie new lightweight soil sub 
stitutes such as Jiffy Mix and 
Redi-Earth are very good in¬ 
deed, being completely free 
from weed seeds, pests and 
pest eggs and plant diseases. 

Some of the easier perenni 
als to grow from seed will be 
discussed in this column.

Commissioner lauded 


CHARLOTTETOWN <CP> Indian 

claims commissioner Dr. Lloyd Barber star¬ 
tled and delighted delegates to the annual 
meeting of the Native Council of Canada on 
Tuesday, when he.tuld them he believes Metis 
and non-status Indians possess aboriginal 
and land rights. 

"And T will do everything In my power to 
see that they are recognized," Barber told 
the council, the national organization for an 
estimated 750.000 Metis and non-status In¬ 
dians. 

Barber, appointed claims commissioner 
by Prime Minister Trudeau in 1909, cautioned 
the delegates, however, that he has no power 
to settle claims. Ills .job was to investigate 
them and make recommendations to the cab¬ 
inet on how they might be settled. 

After going into a closed session to consid¬ 


er Bafber’s remarks, the delegates unani¬ 
mously passed a resolution urging the primp 
minister to "listen to your Indian claims 
commissioner" and provide funds to allow 
them to resrfahch their claims. 

The council is still awaiting a reply from 
/Trudeau on a similar request for funds made 
Oast April. *■ 

Barber's statement that alwriglnal and 
land rights of Metis and non-status Indians 
"are well established in Canadian law'" was 
the first time anyone with authority in Otta¬ 
wa has (hacked native people outside the In¬ 
dian Act on such claims. 

However, the government Is negotiating 
with Indians in the Yukon and has said it will 
negotiate with Indians in the Northwest Ter¬ 
ritories and B.C.

Attorney-General Alex Mac¬ 
donald has ordered the Co-or¬ 
dinated Law Enforcement 
Unit to conduct an investiga¬ 
tion into the growing arson 
rate in B.C. 

CLEU, Macdonald said, 
would be paying particular at- 
lention to automobile fires 
which have “grown to a star¬ 
tling number” since the ad¬ 
vent of the Insurance Corp. of 
British Columbia. 

Macdonald made the state¬ 
ment during the unveiling of 
Dr. Hugh Keenleyside’s major 
report on firefighting services 
in the province. 

Keenleyside said the 
number of car fires was still 
growing. "We suspect that 
motorists have just decided to 
convert their old cars into 
•money and the quickest way 
is to bum them." Keenleyside 
said. "Apparently they have 
discovered it isn’t too hard to 
collect.” 

Rut it may be harder in the 
future. Macdonald said. 

/CLEU is looking at the en¬ 
tire arson picture." Mac¬ 
donald said. "It will be taking 
a particularly close look at 
cars which suddenly set on 
fire."

"There's the person who 
isn't quite right mentally, the 
pyromanlac," he said. "And 
ihere’s the white-collar com¬ 
mercial fraud person."

tained in Dr. Hugh Keenley¬ 
side’s re|>ort on B.C.’s neg¬ 
lected firefighting services. 

Keenleyside, who started 
work on the report last Oc¬ 
tober, said there were half a j 
dozen ways to reduce the risk 
of life and limb for highrise 
apartment dwellers. 

"It could be made manda¬ 
tory that all highrises have 
external, fireproof elevators," 
he said. "It could be made 
mandatory that every 
highrise over a certain 
number of storeys have a he¬ 
licopter pad on the roof and It 
could be made mandatory 
that highrises only be built in 
twin-pairs.” 

Keenleyside said the twin¬ 
ning of highrise construction 
would mean that the buildings 
could be connected every few 
floors to enable the occupants 
of one to escape via the other 
in the event of a serious fire. 

"But the first move should 
be make it, mandatory that 
sprinkler equipment be in¬ 
stalled in all highrises wher¬ 
ever they may be built,” 
Keenleyside said. 

At present the sprinkler sys¬ 
tem is, mandatory in major 
urban centres but not in many 
smaller cities in the province. 

"It seems to me that if you 
live in a highrise in the north 
or the Interior you are en¬ 
titled to the same protection 
as people in Vancouver," 
Keenleyside said. 

In addition to the practical 
recommendations, Keenley¬ 
side also suggests the new 
regulations be made retroac¬ 
tive where possible "and 
strictly enforced" and that 
"no authority be permitted to 
issue a licence for Ibc con¬ 
struction of a highrise build¬ 
ing anywhere in the province 
unless the authority con¬ 
cerned undertakers to ensure 
that regulations will he strict¬ 
ly enforced, and unless the 
appropriate fire department 
has suitable apparatus to han¬ 
dle such fires.

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Full inquiry will be urged into Hydro lending 


An all-party committee will 
recommend to the Legislature 
that a full inquiry be held into 
the lending practices of B.C. 
Hydro. ' 

Robert Skelly (NDP-Alber- 
ni) put the motion before the 
Legislature’s public accounts 
committee Tuesday and said 
the Legislature should exam¬ 
ine how loans were granted, 
how they were advertised and 
what connections existed be¬ 
tween Hydro and the people 
who received loans. 

While Hydro apparently no 
longer lends money to firms 
installing electrical or gas 
systems in new buildings, 
Skelly said, a 520,000 second 
mortgage, for example, was 
granted to Sandman Inn in 
Kamloops in 1969. 

Bob Gaglardi, son of Phil 
Gaglardi, former Social Cred¬ 
it cabinet minister. Is in¬ 
volved in the Sandman Inn 
chain of motels. 

Representatives of B.C. 
Hydro, appearing before the 
committee Tuesday, said 
loans were given when it was 
to the financial benefil of 
Hydro to ensure new buildings 
did not use oil instead of elec¬ 
tricity or gas since oil compa¬ 
nies often offered financial as¬ 
sistance to developers. 

— But--Skelly- «aid the Sand¬ 
man Inn at Kamlooiw also re- 
rieved $175,000 from an oil 
company. 

Skelly’s motion, approved 
unanimously by the all-party 
committee, calls for an inves¬ 
tigation on how loan* were 
given, how many were grant¬ 
ed and who they were given 
to. 

Skelly said he believes a 
total of $200,000 was granted 
by Hydro in loans and the 
practice appears to have been 
discontinued since the NDP 
took office, although he is 
aware of one granted in 1973. 

Meanwhile, the provincial 
public accounts committee is 
an absolute farce, a complete 
sham and a waste of time, 
committee member Patrick 
Mr Geer (Ind.-Vancouver- 
Point Grey) said. 

McGeer and Hugh Curtis 
(SC-Saanich and Ihe Islands i 
told the committee they are 
ashamed to be members of a 
committee which doe* not 
allow its members time to ask 
all necessary question*. 

They are highly critical of a 
government motion to adjourn 
the committee meeting deal¬ 
ing With the accounts of B.C. 
Hydro, after only one hour 
had been allowed for question¬ 
ing. 

“It has been a disgusting 
performance,” said Curtis, 
endeavoring to stymie the ad¬ 
journment motion brought by 
Consumer Services Minister 
Phyllis Young. 

"Some of us have had the 
opportunity to speak, some 
have not. 

“I am ashamed to be a 
member of this committee on 
the basis of the way this has 
been handled today.” 

Skelly said the committee 
had met with B.C. Hydro of¬ 
ficials twice, and pointed out 
McGeer had missed all hut 
the last 13 minutes of last 
week’s meeting. 

McGeer said that as long as 
B.C Hydro officials were 
available, committee mem¬ 
bers. should take full advan¬ 
tage of the chance to ques¬ 
tion them, yet there was a 
motion to adjourn. 

“This just makes an abso¬ 
lute farce of the committee,” 
he said. “It is completely rep¬ 
rehensible.” 

The adjournment made a' 
complete sham of the commit¬ 
tee, and it was a waste of 
time sitting on the committee, 

he added 

“Thfis totally repudiates all 
of the things the premier has 
said about the committee,” he 
added

“I didn't ask you where you 
bought the flowers, 1 asked 
you if you flew a florist in to 
arrange them when they had 
all the expertise they needed 
in Dawson Creek," he said. 

Hortley finally said that a 
special florist is flown in to all 
official openings but that "we 
buy the flowers locally, that's 
more than you (Social Credit) 
ever did." 

The exchange took upf moat 
of the 15-minute question 
period. 


chairman Alex Fraser (SC- 
Cariboo) said the government 
members of the committee 
had -orchestrated” the meet¬ 
ing so no further questioning 
could take place. 

He said thal after sitting for 
one hour in the morning the 
committee had had to adjourn 
because the house was sitting. 

"I thought we could go on 
for another hour during lunch 
and not he in contempt of the 
house.” 

Fraser said he will invite 
the Hydro officials back for 
another meeting next week, 
and added that he expects the 
public accounts committee to 
continue meeting after the 
house recesses for the sum¬ 
mer. 


The problem is that the gov¬ 
ernment would have to aiv 
range for members to be in¬ 
demnified for the time they 
spend in Victoria. 

Two weeks ago the coni mil- 
lee had called off its planned 
questioning of Hydro officials 
w-hen only L. K. Beard, man¬ 
ager of the financial division, 
showed up. 

'Tuesday. Beard was joined 
by J. N. Olsen, general man- 
tger, and five other execu¬ 
tives. They faced questions 
for about 90 minutes before 
ihe committee adjourned 
briefly to reconvene at noon. 

The proposal was to meet 
through the lunch break from 
noon until 2 p.m. when the 
Legislature goes into session.

But when chairman Fraser 
called the meeting to order at 
noon there was an immediate 
call for adjournment by the 
NDP MLAs on the committee. 
Although chaired by a Socred, 
the committee has a govern¬ 
ment majority which support¬ 
ed the adjournment motion. 

Fraser termed the action of 
the government members dis¬ 
gusting and said that "once 
again th#y’ve made a sham of 
democracy.” 

After the house convened 
McGeer made an attempt to 
enlist the support of the entire 


house in order that the com¬ 
mittee might reconvene and 
sit throughout the present, 
sitting. (The rules of the 
house do not permit com¬ 
mittees to sit while the house 
is sitting although the role 
has been broken frequently4. 

McGeer was ruled out of 
< utter by Speaker Gordon 
Dowding and his motion call¬ 
ing for leave of the house for 
the committee to continue 
was never put to a vote. 

In the pre-lunch session 
NDP committee members 
had questioned the Hydro of¬ 


ficials on loans made by 
Hydro to the developers of 
motels, hotels and apart¬ 
ments. 

Olsen said thorp wayr noth¬ 
ing unusual about the loans. 
He told the committee that 
until recently it had been the 
policy of Hydro to encourage 
I>oi>p!e building apartments, 
hotels or motels to use electric 
heat rattier than other forms 
of energy. 

"It should be remembered 
thal in those years it was our 
goal to increase our loads,” 
he said. "It was our policy in 
those days to make loans to 
developers who used electric 
heat." 

He said that before such 
loans were made the credit of 


the borrowing company was 
always checked out thorough¬ 
ly. "The loans were always 
well secured. And the criteria 
was always the same: What 
will the cost benefits he to 
Hydro.” 

While Ihe questioning fol¬ 
lowed the loan line the NDP 
members appeared relatively 
happy but they grew restless 
when Social Credit leader Wil¬ 
liam Bennett and McGeer 
started to probe around in 
sensitive government areas. 

Bennett started off by ask¬ 
ing tf the Hydro officials 
could give him any-eest es¬ 
timates for a proposal to 
create a man-made lake and 
park in the east end of Van¬ 
couver. 


Before Olsen could reply 
.1 a in e s Gorst (NDP— 
Esquimau) was on his feet to 
protest that the information 
not be provided. He said such 
information was outside the 
terms of reference of the 
committee which can only 
deal with financial matters 
prior to March, 1974. 

Bennett argued that the 
study in the east end of Van¬ 
couver may well have started 
before lhat date, but the solid 
NDP majority ruled the ques¬ 
tion unanswerable. 

McGeer said he wanted to 
talk about Columbia River 
and treaty costs but before he 
could the meeting adjourned, 
first until noon and then indef¬ 
initely.

Physician: 

Ban drug 
promotion 
to doctors 


OTTAWA (CP) — The Con¬ 
sumers Association of Canada 
voted Tuesday to urge the 
health department to abolish 
all promotion of any drug 
products to doctors and drug¬ 
gists. 

Dr. Murray Katz, a Mon¬ 
treal physician who argued 
for the resolution, said such 
advertising is destroying the 
relationship between doctors 
and patients. 

"Drug companies aren’t 
spending $50 to $60 million a 
year on ads for nothing. They 
create diseases out of any¬ 
thing and find a drug to cure 
it. 

"The ads appeal to doctors' 
irrational self image and their 
emotions just the same as ads 
in Playboy for any kind of 
product.” 

He presented sample adver¬ 
tisements which showed nude 
women. 

He said doctors can become 
informed about drugs through 
scientific journals. 

Doctors can and should pay 
for their own education, he 
said. The old and sick now 
are paying for doctors’ educa¬ 
tion through advertising. 

Other resolutions passed by 
the association at its annual 
meeting included: 

• One urging the health 
department to require the use 
• r a generic or proper name 
on all drug labels. 

• A B.C. proposal asking 
the consumer affairs depart¬ 
ment to take over the food 
prices review board monitor¬ 
ing all food subsidies to en¬ 
sure the subsidies are passed 
to theconsumer. 

• The reduction of sugar 
content- in canned fruit and 
pre-packaged foods. 

• One calling on the feder¬ 
al government to make it ille¬ 
gal to sell any merchandise 
which is not marked by a visi¬ 
ble price tag. 


Employment 
picture 
a bit better 


OTTAWA (UPI) - Cana¬ 
da's unemployment picture 
improved only slightly last 
month, with the seasonally 
adjusted rate declining only 
0.1 per cent to 7.1 per cent, 
Statistics Canada reported 
Tuesday. 

Prime Minister Trudeau 
told the exposition members 
of parliament the government 
was not trying to use unem¬ 
ployment to curb inflation. 
Rut he had no other com¬ 
ments about the high unem¬ 
ployment rate, now 1.5 per 
cent higher than a year ago. 

Statistics Canada reported 
71-1,000 unemployed persons 
last month, 81.000 less than in 
April. Fewer than usual jobs 
were created for the time of 
year, resulting in seasonally 
adjusted unemployment re¬ 
maining unusually high. 

The unemployment rate for 
young persons between 14 and 
24 declined 0.4 per cent to 12.5 
per cent 'For men over 25, 
usually considered the most 
important category because 
they are the family breadwin¬ 
ners, the rate increased 0.1 
per cent to 5.5 per cent. The 
i-ate for women over 25 de¬ 
fined 0.1 per cent to 4.4.

Canal barge delightful 

Visit ‘other’ France 


FRANCE 

0 Miles 20

Do you like to go barefoot, 
eat bourgeois-gourmet meals, 
and be exquisitely lazy? 

If the answer is yes, book a 
cabin on a canHl-batrgr ride 
through southern France. 
This area is the “other’' 
France, where thrifty French 
tourists indulge themselves at 
bargain rates. 

It's still mostly unexploited, 
unhurried, and unsophisticat¬ 
ed. but the luxury-loving 
French never stint where it 
••cunts coiniort. wonderful 
food, and relaxed service. 

Last dune, five of us rn 
joyed a week meandering 
through the enchanting 306- 
year-old Canal duMidi aboard 
the Water Wanderer, a con¬ 
verted British barge. We ren¬ 
dezvoused at the ancient 
walled city of A^gues-Moties. 
a half-day's drive west from 
Marseille. From there we 
plugged along west by 
northwest as far as Carcas¬ 
sonne. 

All the way food and 
weather were simply “as you 
like it.” And people were 
eager to please us at every 
stop. Usually our “Frang- 
laise” got through with a 
smile and a polite correction. 

With the exception of Car¬ 
cassonne. the famous medi¬ 
eval fortress city, many of 
these villages seldom see 
American tourists. In fact, 
weeks later in frenzied St. 
Trope/., when we mentioned a 
charming hotel-restaurant in 
the town of Marseillan to a 
Parisian, he asked, “What 
country is that in?” 

For a gourn>et c oming from 
a prepackaged culture, a trip 
to a French market can bp 
pure joy. Twice a week the 
markets * stretch out, in. and 
around the village square, in 
a more or less orderly hod- 
g e p o d g e . Each purveyre- 
offers a “bonjour. madame” 
and a smile —. no less than 
perfection, in produce or 
manners, suits the French 
buyer out for the best bar¬ 
gain. 

And perfection there Is 
•Raspberries still bristling 
with tiny whiskers. Just- 
picked salad greens and 
herbs. Farmyard eggs. Fine, 
natural cheese. Ready-to-go 
hors d’oeuvres of quality. One 
need know' little about cooking 
with such ingredients. 

All those items, plus home¬ 
made quiches, went into our 
daily lunches aboard jthe 
Water Wanderer 
Our dinners, however, found 
us at a new restaurant every 
night. In one town, a hilltop 
village with only two street 
lights, the tiniest inn gave us 
the grandest pOossible wel¬ 
come. The innkeeper outdid 
herself arranging a private 
dining room with her best ser¬ 
vice and a lace cloth. 

We dined on chicken con 
somme. perfectly broiled 
fresh trout, and a fine "bif- 
^stek.” followed by a salad and 
a cheese tray. Dessert was 
Pavlova cake, a zneiin£U& 
crust topped with crushed 
raspberries covered with doi¬ 
ted cream. Creme faidhe, to 
l>c correct. Who needs a 
Guide Michejin! 

Back on deck, we exerted 
all of our natural resources in 
the sweet diversion of doing 
absolutely nothing. The land¬ 
scape drifted by: sometimes 
the long green ttinnds created 
by the trees on each side were 
all we could think of. . 

We listened to the fish jump 
nr inhaled the scent of hay at 
noon. When we beeame 
curious about the next day’s 
destination. Captain Riddle, a 
'(inner British Ro.val Navy of¬ 
ficer, filled lift in with history, 
customs, and anecdotes. 

At the Mediterranean slops 
vvp swam: occasionally we 
mined a local game of boule. 
a form of lawn bowling. 

Life aboard our 74-foot 
barge ran smoothly with three 
youngsters from I>ondon as 
crew. Our six-by-six cabins 
were comfortable and well or¬ 
ganized. 

The canal is a haven of 
tranquility and beauty. From 
the deck of the bang, f »ne 
sees rice paddies ami the wild 
white horses of the Camar- 
que. then endless orchards 
along with lush wild flowers 
and bind life. The banks are 
eve level. Ahead may lie the 
graceful double image of a 
Roman bridge. 

At the locks are tiny, old- 
fashioned waterside cafes, 
sometimes handled by the 
lock keeper's wife. Along the 
way. the canal gardener 
works aboard his grass-cut¬ 
ting boat and women do the 
laundry at canal-side sheds. 

There is no noise, no litter, 
no crowds. At four miles an 
hour our barge is quietly 
overtaken by a cabin cruiser 
now and again. 

The high aqueduct which 
crosses the river Orb wa- 
created by Pierre Paul Ri- 
drTJafi 


canal travelers. It is possible 
to do this route alone. The 
Blue Line rents variously 
sized cabin cruisers at modest 
rates. These cruisers are 
based at Castelnaudary near 
Caivassone and at the tiny 
Mediterranean port of Mar- 
seillan. 

Some boating experience 
and mediocre French are use¬ 


ful. For the main part. In¬ 
telligence and agility in at 
least one member of thp crew 
will do. 

Before boarding you can 
consult the French Tourist Of¬ 
fice for event dates. In Mar¬ 
seillan, Sete. Agde. Front ig- 
nan and Palvas there is "less

Bitter mother 
details son’s 
life of ‘if onlys’

A harrowing talc of how 
drugs, prison life and per¬ 
sonal misfortune combined to 
turn a bright, likable Camp- 
ball River boy into a B.C. 
Penitentiary, lifer-turned- 
desperado, w r as unfolded for 
the Colonist Tuesday. 

Claire Daniel Wilson, 26. is 
one of the three convicts now 
bargaining with federal of¬ 
ficials in New Westminster 
for a passport to freedom in 
exchange for the lives *of 15 
hostages. 

Barely 13 years ago. Wilson, 
the son of Dan and Frances 
Wilson, of Campbell River, 
was just another gangling 
school kid from next' door. 

And interviews Tuesday 
with his father, mother and 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Arthur 
Harling, contain a tragic in¬ 
dictment of society's inability 
to deal with drug-related 
lawlessness,

Canadian Penitentiary Service re-, 
gional director Jim Murphy said about 
8 p.m. Tuesday he didn’t expect negoti¬ 
ations with the inmates would continue 
that night. 

Penitentiary officials are remaining 
in constant contact with Ottawa where 
the prisoners’ demands for safe passage 
lo a foreign country are being con¬ 
sidered. 

Murphy said Ottawa officials would 
not be in a position to make any decision 
until this morning. 

Murphy and penitentiary 
director Dragan Cemetic re¬ 
mained at the prison again 
Tuesday night. Cemetic, with 
the exception of a few hours 
Tuesday afternoon, has tjeen 
at the prison during the whole 
episode. 

Health of the hostages is 
reported to be good, and of¬ 
ficials say they are not tied 
up and are allowed some ex¬ 
ercise. 

They arc being held in a 12- 
by-14-foot records vault off a 
long, narrow building housing 
the prison classifications 
staff. 

The three prisofiers have 
taken over the vaulV and two 
adjacent anterooms. 

Negotiations are reportedly 
going well, and Vancouver 
lawyer Bryan Williams, w-ho 
is acting as an intermediary, 
said Tuesday the prisoners' 
demands have not changed. 

Murphy said his staff is pre¬ 
pared to negotiate "as long as 
there’s anything to discuss.” 

(In Ottawa the federal gov¬ 
ernment was trying to find a 
way to save the lives of the 
hostages. Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau said Tuesday in the 
Commons. 

(He would not say what fed¬ 
eral officials plan to do for 
fear of causing anxiety or 
hysteria among the public or 
in the federal prison. 

(Trudeau told Op|x>sition 
Leader Robert Stanfield the 
cabinet was in "constant con¬ 
tact" with the armed prison¬ 
ers who are demanding pas¬ 
sage out of the country. He 
did not explain how constant 
contact was being main¬ 
tained. 

(“We are trying to find a 
solution to a very difficult 
problem.” 

(A cabinet committee met 
for 2*3 hours earlier Tuesday 
to discuss the prisoners' de¬ 
mands. 

(When Trudeau emerged 
from the meeting, he would 
not say whether any decisions 
had been made. 

( Solicitor-Ge neral Warren 
Allmand, in Toronto at a 
meeting preparing for a Unit¬ 
ed Nations conference on 
crime, talked to Trudeau and 
cxlernal affairs officials by 
telephone.) 

A change of clothing, dry 
shampoo, after-shave lotion 
and ice water were taken to 
the hostages and their abduc¬ 
tors at about 6 p.m. 

The wife of one of the hos¬ 
tages called the penitentiary 
at about 8 p.m. to ask for a 
condition report on her hus¬ 
band.

(He left the school and re¬ 
lumed to Campbell River as 
an agreeable schoolboy in the 
fall of 1964). 

If only thereafter he hadn’t 
teamed up with a bad class¬ 
mate, stolen a car with him, 
and, after a Salmon . Arm 
arrest in wliich a knife was 
pulled, found himself unjustl\ 
(so his parents claim) in pris¬ 
on at the age of 15 on an al- 
tempted-murder rap. 

It only at Oakalla, after he 
had suffered the brutalizing 
experience of a punishment 
t ell and an attempted suicide 
with a razor, he had not been

Esquimalt lodge fire 
kills elderly resident 


Rescue awaited under smoke idume

Terror and death visited an 
old folks’ home in Esquimau 
Tuesday when fire completely 
gutted one suite and turned 
the entire top floor of the 
four-storey apartment build¬ 
ing into a charred and smoke- 
filled hell. 

One elderly man died from 
asphyxiation and. two other 
occupants were taken to hos¬ 
pital by ambulance for sjnoke 
inhalation treatment. 

Police identified the victim 
as Dorwki Benton Smith, 63* 
retired. 

The fire at Esqitimalt Lions 
Lodge. 874 Fleming, started 
about 11 a.m. in Suite 411. oc¬ 
cupied by 85-year-old Mrs 
Mary Smith. 

She escaped without visible 
injuries but appealed badly 
shaken. 

Two people hud to hold her 
up as she stood trembling in 
the parking lot adjacent to the 
building. 

"Has anyone got a ciga¬ 
rette*” she stammered. A re¬ 
porter gave her a cigarette 
and someone lit it for her. 

The parking lot had taken 


on -the look of a refugee camp 
by then. 

A woman in a wheelchair 
appeared calm. She was Mrs. 
Elizabeth Morrison, whose 
suite is only two doors away 
from where the fire started. 

“No, I didn't panic. I lived 
through the war in England: 


lhat was hell on earth," she 
said. 

She was alxnd lo take the 
elevator down to get her mail 
when she smelled smoke. 

"At that moment, the care¬ 
taker came down- the Rail and

Report bares CIA spy tactics 


WASHINGTON The 

Rockefeller Commission re¬ 
ported Tuesday the CIA unde** 
pressure from former pres¬ 
idents Nixon and Johnson en¬ 
gaged in "plainly unlawful 
and improper" domestic 
operatins, including keeping 
the names of 300,000 persons 
and groups in files on dissent 
in America. 

The report called upon 
President Ford and Congress 
to create a doubie team of 
CIA watchdogs — a, fulltime 
overseer and staff in the exec¬ 
utive branch and a joint com¬ 
mittee on intelligence in 
congress. 

The report called iqjon

II confirmed reports the 
Central Intelligence Agency 
had engaged in surveillance 
on Americans, trapped phones, 
opened mail, and infiltrated 
antiwar groups. 

It also disclosed that the 
CIA experimented from 1953 
to 1963 \*ith behavior-influenc¬ 
ing drugs such as LSD and 
others means radiation,

There was no credible jev.L- 
dcnce showing the CLA had 
any connection with Lee Har¬ 
vey Oswald, identified by the 
Warren commission as Ken¬ 
nedy’s sole assassin, or with 
Jack Ruby, who shot and 
killed Oswald. 

Not made public- as Pres¬ 
ident Ford had said earlier it 
would not be was "in¬ 
complete and extremely sen¬ 
sitive” information concern¬ 
ing allegations of plots to as¬ 
sassinate foreign leaders. 


The report shows CIA in¬ 
volvement with — but no 
direct participation in Wa¬ 
tergate and the subsequent 
cover-up and with the opera¬ 
tion against Daniel Ellsberg 
in the Pentagon papers case. 

Among the recommen¬ 
dations : 

• Presidents should re¬ 
frain from directing the CIA 
to perform what are essential¬ 
ly internal-security tasks. 

• The CIA should resist 
any efforts, whatever their or¬ 
igin, to Involve It again in im* 
pro|H*r activities. 

• The CIA should not 
again engage in the testing of 


drugs on unsuspecting per¬ 
sons. 

Ford announced Mondy 
night that all evidence would 
go over to the justice depart¬ 
ment for possible criminal ac¬ 
tion and to the Senate and 
House committees investigat¬ 
ing the CIA and other U.S. IN¬

GROWING IT in Winnipeg in the Thirties 
meant growing up in a melting pot of ahnost 
every conceivable nationality. It was some¬ 
what removed from the WASP image, and it 
was a magnificent exercise in race relations. 

This is not to say that our parents were 
free of racial prejudice. They weren't, but 
they never had the opportunity we had, the 
everyday opportunity of mixing with Jews, 
Ukrainians. Germans. Icelanders, Slavs, the 
Irish. Scots and English. We didn't become 
completely free of bigotry either, but we 
were vastly improved on the track record of 
our parents. 

SURE WE YELLED nasty names at the 
Jewish youngsters when we got into hassles. 
And they hollered right back, "you limey," 
or. "you haggis-eating pinch-penny," 
Through it all we lived together and the melt¬ 
ing pot concept worked. 

Maybe the years have changed things. We 
do not have this feeling in Canada today and 
the present immigration green paper brouha¬ 
ha points up the latent bigotry. 

One of the instigatopi of that Sir George 
Williams University riotous destruction of a 
few years back, is still fighting dejiortation 
after serving his time. He is black from 
Jamaica and on the green paper policy he 
shouts, ‘ this isn’t your country, Whitey!" 

THAT IS WHERE he is wrong. It is our 
< ountry, it isn't hrs country until our country 
acceps him and it doesn’t damned well have 
anything to do with color. It has to do with 
his nihilistic actions of the past. If he had 
been white, yellow or green, instead of black, 
the carnage he committed would still have 
been more than enough to deport him. 

But now that the black-white question is 
being so Ireely discussed and the charges are 
being laid that Canada's immigration policy 
'is racist, let us lie a little bit objective aliout 
the whole question. 

IF' OI K IMMIGRATION i>ollcy is indeed 
geared toward selectivity, do you honestly 
think it hasn't the whole-hearted supjiort of 
the majority of Canadians? 

There is one over-riding theme in discus¬ 
sions re the immigration policies bf Canada. 
Do we want to wind up in tlie same mess 
that the United States brought upon itself? 
And the answer, like it or not. comes out a 
thundrms ”No!'' 

Wholesale and uncontrolled immigration 
today, could bring about race riots in 1983. 
Present Canadians of all colors don't want 
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this to happen. They’re not blind, they can 
too easily glance over the border and see the 
tinder-dry race problems waiting for another 
spark to touch off a holocaust. 

OCR GOVERNMENT has all the neces¬ 
sary power at its disposal to control im¬ 
migration. It has not used die power in the 
past. Our immigration was up 18 per cent 
last year over the previous year — some¬ 
thing well in excess of 215,000 were admitted 
to the country in 197*1. 

Anybody tramping an unemployment line 
would be quick to realize the short-sight¬ 
edness of- such access to Canada and it 
shouldn't really be too difficult for those with 
jobs'to assimilate the same information. And 
for those who say we cannot close our doors 
even for ship stabilization, let them lmk to 
Australia. 

AT THIS POINT in' time Australia does 
indeed have what could be termed a com¬ 
plete closed-door policy insofar as immigra¬ 
tion is concerned. Australians, beset with the 
same problems of inflation and unemploy¬ 
ment. have done something about it. They in¬ 
tend looking after their own instead of ac¬ 
cepting the burdens of the world. 

Great Britain has drastically cut the flow 
of immigrants to its shores and while it isn't 
a completely closed-door policy, it’s tough 
enough to slow the migration to a trickle. 
Same reasoning —■ Britain is having enough 
trouble controlling its present jwpulation 
without asking for more. Maybe Britain 
didn’t adopt the theory soon enough, but at 
le ist it recognized it belatedly. We obviously 
haven’t come close to reaching it. 

THE STRENGTH of a nation is in its pc«>- 
ple. The arguments, therefore, suggest con¬ 
tinued immigration will strengthen us. 
Wrong. Vanoouver Mayor Art Phillips said it 
all when he noted immigrants coukl bring in 
money, could bring in skills, but that "they 
can’t bring in land.” 

And there is precious little land for them 
in Canada, unless you are naive to think they 
will all settle in thp sparcely populated sec¬ 
tions. They will flock to Montreal, Vancouver 
and Toronto and those cities simpy cannoi 
afford the influx. 

There will be protests, maybe even riots, 
against a tough immigration stance by Cana¬ 
da. The fact remains,, it will be better to en¬ 
dure such minor protestation now rather than 
have to face up to massive confrontation 5 or 
.10 years from now. 


the classifications office bran¬ 
dishing their knives, and im¬ 
mediately seized 18 hostages.

al penitentiary. 

Wilson escaped in 1967 from 
Victoria’s Wilkinson Road jail 
and last November attempted 
to escape again, injuring sev¬ 
eral guards. 

Cernetic said early Tuesday 
morning it would be impossi¬ 
ble to search all prisoners be¬ 
fore meetings with their clas¬ 
sifications officers but said in¬ 
mates are subject to periodic 
checks, 

All inmate visits lo the clas¬ 
sifications officers are co-or¬ 
dinated through prison securi¬ 
ty- 

The inmates have said they 
are political prisoners but 
they have apparently not ela¬ 
borated on that position. 

Mordeeai Briemberg. an¬ 
other intermediary and a 
member of the editorial board 
of a -left-wing Vancouver 
newspaper, said the inmates 
have little political under- 
sianding. He said the men are 
not holding out for passage to 
country. "They would go any¬ 
where." 

Early Monday the prisoners 
had asked to see a represent¬ 
ative of-the Communist party 
of Canada but spokesmen 
here said the interview was 
requested only because the in¬ 
mates felt the party may 
have had a contact in foreign 
countries. Prison officials 
were unable to locate a party 
official. 

Another intermediary, Van¬ 
couver Province reporter Jim 
Spears, said Tuesday night 
that next to Kingston peniten¬ 
tiary, the prison here is prob¬ 
ably the worst in the country. 

•It’s a very depressing 
place." he said, and because 
of antiquated construction the 
prisoners are forced to spend 
a lot of time in their cells. 

He said the jail is always 
noisy and there is little recre¬ 
ational opportunity.

The man. who refused to be 
identified because "I didn't 
come here to be a hero," has 
been on self-appointed duty 
outside the penitentiary walls. 

A qualified first aid atten¬ 
dant with an industrial certifi¬ 
cate. the man said he is keep¬ 
ing his vigil in case there 
should be ahy injuries. 

He said he is l>otwpen jobs 
and “I thought I would do 
something useful instead of 
hanging around town.” 

According to the peniten¬ 
tiary's assistant director, 
many Vancouver and New 


Westminster residents have 
phoned the penitentiary say¬ 
ing they support the officials 
in their attempt to have the 
hostages released. 


the police would grab him and 
haul him off to court at the 
slightest opportunity. 

Mrs. llarling said this of 
her son-in-law: "Deep down 
he's as harmless as a fly." 

She blamed the law for put¬ 
ting kids with drug problems 
in jail while failing to nail the 
"big guys" behind the illegal 
drug business. 

"Get them and you’ll be 
able to stop it." 

"I’m bitter, you better be¬ 
lieve I’m bitter," Mrs. Hail¬ 
ing added.

And 
Cain's lawyer, Michael Hut¬ 
chison. said he w'ould oppose 
such a transfer in court this 
morning. 

The complex incident began 
at about 9 a.m., when Cain 
was brought in from the jail 
to the police station for what 
appeared to be a routine one- 
week remand required by law- 
before his first preliminary 
hearing July 7. 

All prisoners broughi in 
from "Wilkie" are put in a 
w-aiting area in the second- 
floor jail — a large room sep¬ 
arated from the rest of the 
jail and high enough to have 
two sets of windows. 

The room has a small mez¬ 
zanine or balcony and Cain 
somehow climbed up to the 
higher level of windows while 
no one was watching, possibly 
using the balcony rail as a 
final boost. He crouched in 
the inside recess of the second 
window from the balcony and, 
when police came to take him 
to court, wouldn't come down. 

Until shortly before 1J a.m., 
Cain either stayed in the 
recess or sat on a bar near 
the window. Both were eight 
feet or more from the floor 
and police decided to wait 
him out because Cain or one 
or more policemen might be 
hurt in an effort to move him. 

Cain apparetly realized, as 
one officer put It. that "we'll 
help him as soon as he wants 
to help himself." So. to at¬ 
tract attention, he squeezed 
between slanted sections of 
the window and was out. 

There was never any 
chance that he would escape 
because metal bars a few 
inches out from the window 
were trie first barrier and 
thick wooden bars down the 
station walls were the second. 

Cain didn't shoqjt for atten¬ 
tion. In fact, newsmen didn’t 
hear of his new position for 
nearly an hour and then 
learned of it from police. The 
first to talk to Cain were two 
photographers, including Ian 
McKain of the Cblonist. 

Cain told them he wanted to 
get a note to "ihe pros* peo¬ 
ple and my lawyer" about jail 
treatment of Mack and him¬ 
self. He wrapped the note 
around a cigarette-tobacco 
pouch and threw it down to 
the photographers. It read:

"Your Honor and the Press: 
On Friday. June 6th. I Danny 
Cain and Bill Mack were 
taken from the Awaiting Trial 
section of Wilkinson Road jail 
and locked in separate cells in 
the west wing, which is not in 
use. These cells are not clean 
and arc unfit 

"Chains and padlocks were 
fastened around the cell 
doors. We were given no 
mattress or bedding for 
hours. We were given no 
phone calls or visits with our 
families also no showers, ex¬ 
ercise or any kind of leisure 
facilities. 

"We were told that a stolen 
car and arms were found in 
the area and myself and Bill 
Mack were going to escape on 
Saturday, June 7th. 

"To tiy and make things 
short, I am asking you dr any¬ 
body with any authority to 
find out ilie real reason why 
we air being treated like ani¬ 
mals. The reasons that myself 
and Bill Mack wore told arc 
false. 


"I have always and always 
will be man enough to face 
punishment for something 
I've done wrong and I’m man 
enough to stand up for myself 
when I'm in the right. I have 
no reason to fantisise or lie 
about any of tiiis. I am trying 
to do this the right way and 
I'm trying to keep away from 
any unnecessary violence on 
both sides. I hope something 
can be done." 

The note, on lined jail 
paper, was signed by both 
.Mack and Cain. 

McKain had barely left the 
scene to make copies of the 
note when I heal'd of Cain's 
new action and went to talk to 
him. He told me about the 
note and added that "we get 
no TV, radio, magazines or 
anything." 

Cain told me he and Mark 
had been "out there about two 
months. That jail is easy, 
enough to get out of. If I was 
going to escape, I would have 
done it long ago. I'm in 
enough trouble now "

NANAIMO — A new* con¬ 
cept in the use of community 
cable television is to be tried 
here beginning next week. 

Father Bob Kelly of St. 
Peter’s Roman Catholic 
church, said this week the 
new program will involve dra¬ 
matization. discussiorj and 
public participation in a tele¬ 
vision series planned to com¬ 


municate to the people of the 
community and to get them 
thinking about and deciding 
on solutions to everyday prob¬ 
lems they face. 

Kelly said his plan calls for 
production of six television 
shows w r hich will be broadcast 
over a three-week period on 
Channel 10. the channel set. 
aside here for community 
broadcasting. 

The Tirst program, which 


has now' been completed, in¬ 
volves dramatization of a 
scene in a middle-class home. 
A teen-aged son has been 
caught stealing and his 
mother favors the idea that 
her son should admit his bad 
deed and suffer the conse¬ 
quences. 

The boy's father, however, 
insists that the boy is basical¬ 
ly good and will learn from 
the experience without going 
through the legal process. 


The probleiYi is left unre¬ 
solved in the dramatization, it' 
will then be discussed t>y a 
panel during the second part 
of the program. The third seg¬ 
ment will ask viewers to call 
in with their solutions to the 
problem the family is facing 
and their reasons. 

Over the next five pro¬ 
grams. Kelly said, a wide 
rapge of problems will be dis¬ 


cussed involving the family, 
the community and people. 

Producing a series of this 
type here is no easy task. 
There is no TV studio here 
and other buildings are not 
available. So. showing perse¬ 
verance. Kelly purchased an 
old school bus and he and 
other volunteers have con¬ 
verted it to a mobile studio. 

“You know, there is only 
one place here w'bere you can 


broadcast even from the mo¬ 
bile studio." he said. "That’s 
at the comer of Newton Street 
and Departure Bay Road. So 
our programs are being pro¬ 
duced with the noise of motor¬ 
cycles and other traffic in the 
background.” 

Kelly said he hopes the 
series will provide "com¬ 
munication to the people with¬ 
out physical presence.” 

"We would like to think if 


will stimulate people and 
make them think and discuss 
the problems presented to 
them in terms of their own 
family. 

"Personal growth takes 
place within families and wc 
feel that cable television is an 
excellent tool to assist fami¬ 
lies in this regard." 

Kelly said the first program 
will be shown in about a 
week. 

Kelly has also been involved 


in the cable TV production of 
two concerts by students. This 
Thursday night a concert by 
students of Forest Park ele¬ 
mentary school will be broad¬ 
cast at 6:30 p.m. Kelly said 
the main feature of that show 
will be the camera work, 
which was all done by the 
students themselves.

Claire Daniel Wilson, 26, is 
one of the three convicts nuw 
bargaining with federal of¬ 
ficials in New Westminster 
for a passport to freedom in 
exchange for the lives of 15 
hostages.

Rockefeller Commission re¬ 
ported Tuesday the CL\ under 
pressure from former pres¬ 
idents Nixon and Johnson en¬ 
gaged in "plainly unlawful 
and improper” domestic 
operations, including keeping 
the names of 300,000 persons 
and groups in files on dissent 
in America. 

The report called upon 
President Forfl and Congress 
to create a double team of 
CIA watchdogs a fulltime 
overseer and staff in the exec¬ 
utive branch and as joint com¬ 


mittee . on intelligence in 
congress) 

It confirmed reports the 
Central Intelligence Agency 
had engaged in surveillance 
on Americans, tapped phones, 
opened mail, and infiltrated 
antiwar groups. 

' It also disclosed that the 
CIA experimented from 1953 
to 1963 with behavior-influenc¬ 
ing drugs such as LSD and 
other means radiation, 

electric-shock and psychology 
for controlling human be¬ 
havior. In one case, the sub¬ 
ject died. 

No link has been found to 
connect the CIA to the assas¬ 


sination of President John 
Kennedy. 

There was no credible evi¬ 
dence showing the CLA|,had 
any connection with Lee Har¬ 
vey Oswald, identified by the 
Warren commission as Ken¬ 
nedy’s sole assassin, or with 
Jack Ruby, 'who shot and 
killed Oswald.

Among the recommen¬ 
dations : 

• Presidents should re¬ 
frain from directing the CIA 
to perform what are essential¬ 
ly internal-security tasks. 

• The CIA should resist 
any efforts, whatever their or¬ 
igin, to involve it again in im¬ 
proper activities. 

• The CIA should not 
again engage in the testing of 
drugs on unsuspecting per¬ 
sons.

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Accused zeroe s in on special confinement 

Eight-hour personal protest 
police station’s tiny ledge

Daniel Bradley Cain, al¬ 
ready facing major charges 
after a seven-hour Greater 
Victoria kidnap and search 
drama April -8, picked an un¬ 
usual place Tuesday to stage 
an eight-hour personal protest 

a tiny barred windovvledge 
on the walls of the Victoria 
police station, 

Cain, 19, was protesting spe¬ 
cial confinement at the Wil¬ 
kinson Road provincial jail 
for himself and his friend Wil¬ 
liam Mack, 26, hut was finally 
talked down in a co-operative 
effort involving Chief J. F. 
Gregory and other Victoria 
policemen, two lawyers, Mack 
and a reporter. 

• .-I* solution 

At a press conference 
suggested by Gregory as a 
solution to the day-long im¬ 
passe, Cain and Mack said 
there was no truth to a state¬ 
ment by jail director Hall 
McGilliyray that they planned 
an escape last Saturday. 

McGilHvray said a report 
that such an escape was im- 
minet caused the move of 
Cain and Mack to an isolated 
area the day before — and 
also caused a plan to transfer 
them temporarily to the B.C. 
mainland. 

While Cain was on the tiny 
ledge between a city jail win¬ 
dow and the burs around it. 
Mack was in Victoria Provin¬ 
cial Court for his transfer. It 
went through but his lawyer, 
Dean Wilson, was reported 
trying to reverse it. And 
Cain’s lawyer. Michael Hut¬ 
chison, said he would oppose 
such a transfer in court this 
morning. 

About 9 n.m. 

The complex incident began 
at about 9 a.m.. when Cain 
was brought in from the iail 
to the police station for what 
appeared to l>e a routine one- 
week remand required by law 
before his first preliminary 
hearing July 7. 

All prisoners brought in 
from “Wilkie"' are put in a 
waiting area in the second- 
floor jail a large room sep¬ 
arated from tlie rest of the 


jail and high enough to have 
two sets of windows. 

The room has a small mez¬ 
zanine or balcony and Cain 
somehow climbed up to the 
higher level of windows while 
no one was watching, possibly 
using the balcony rail as a 
linal boost. He crouched in 
the inside recess of the second 
window from the balcony and, 
when police came to take him 
to court, wouldn’t come down. 

Near window 

Until shortly before 11 a.m., 
Cain either stayed in the 
• recess or sat on a bar near 
the window. Both were right 
Teel or more from the floor 
and |K)lice decided to wait 
him out because Cain or one 
or more policemen might be 
hull in an effort to move him. 

Cain apparetly realized, as 
one officer put. it, that ’‘we’ll 
help him as soon as he wants 
to help himself.” So, to at¬ 
tract attention, he squeezed 
between slanted sections of 
the window and was out. 

There was never any 
chance that he would escape 
because metal bars a few 
inches out frdm the window 
were the first barrier and 
thick wooden bars down the 
station walls were the second. 

No shouting 

Cain didn’t shout for atten¬ 
tion. In fact, newsmen didn’t 
hear of his new position for 
nearly an hour anil then 
learned of it from police. The 
first to talk to Cain were two 
photographers, including tan 
McKain of the Colonist. 

Cain told them he wanted to 
get a note to “the press peo¬ 
ple and my lawyer" about-jail 
treatment of Mack and him¬ 
self. He wrapped the note 
around a cigarette-tobacco 
ixjuch and threw it down to 
the photographers. It read: 

“Your Honor and the Press: 
On Friday. June 6th. I Danny 
Cain and Bill Mack were 
taken from the Awaiting Trial 
section of Wilkinson Road jail 
and locked in separate cells In 
ihe west wing, which is not in 
use. These cells are not clean 
and are unfit. 

“Chains and padlocks were 
fastened .around the cell 



doors We were given no 
mattress or bedding for 
hours. We were given no 
phone calls or visits with our 
families also no showers, ex¬ 
ercise or any kind of leisure 
facilities. 

“We were told that a stolen 
car and arms were found in 
the area and myself and Bill 
Mack were going to escajie on 
Saturday. June 7th. 

“To try and make things 
short, 1 am asking you or any- 
Iwidy with any authority to 
find out the real reason why 
we are being treated like ani¬ 
mals. The reasons that myself 
and Bill Mack were told are 
false. 

Jail paper 

I have always and always 
.will be man enough to face 
punishment for something 
I’ve done wrong and I’m man 
chough to stand up for myself 
when I’m in the right. I have 
no reason to fantisise or lie 
about any of this. I am trying 
lo do this the right way and 
I’m trying to keep aw'ay from 
any unnecessary violence on 
both sides. I hope something 
can be done.” 

The note, on lined iail 
paper, was signed by both 
Mack and Cain. 

McKain had barely left the 
scene to make copies of the 
note when I heard of Cain’s 
new action and went to talk to 
hiVn. lie told me about the 
note and added that “we gel 
no TV. radio, magazines or 
anything.” 

Cain told me he and Mack 
had been "out there about two 
months. That iail is easy 
enough to get out of If I was 
going lo escape, I would have 
done it long ago. I’m in 
enough trouble now.” 

Cain said he would stay in 
his cramped sjx>t until he and 
Mack were allowed back in 
the Wilkinson east wing with 
other prisoners — “If I have 
to stay out here forever. I 
will. There’s better air out 
here.” 

I told Cain I’d phone McGil- 
livray for more details. The 
iail director told me "reliable 
sources" in jail and police cir¬ 
cles had re|»orted Cain and 
Maick were planning a break- 
cut. 

Both serving 


to check it again with McGU- 
livray and also bring Cain’s 
lawyer to the scene. 

As this was being done, 
Gregory suggested a press 
conference as part of a solu¬ 
tion. McGillivray passed back 
the word that officials fell 
they had to act on the jeseape 
reixjrt. 

By now it was 1:45 p.m. and 
lawyer Michael O’Connor, a 
former law student-policeman 
now with the same firm as 
Hutchison, arrived at the ad¬ 
jacent court building on an¬ 
other cqse. He took over the 
negotiations in the absence of 
Hutchison, who was in a 
higher court. 

A few minutes later. Cain’s 
mother arrived at the jail lo 
spend 15 minutes in the room 
below her son’s jierch. She 
almost succeeded in an effort 
to talk him inside, but left in 
tears. 

By 2:30, O'Connor had start¬ 
ed a round of sessions with 
Gregory and then Cain.- He 
passed on the press-con¬ 
ference suggestion and Cain 
agreed to come in only if 
Mack could have his jjay. 
Cain admitted his back and 
legs were getting stiff. 

'All night' 

Bui he said he was “pre¬ 
pared to stay out here all 
night” unless his problems 
were solved. Mack became 
available after his court aj>- 
pearance. Ilf confirmed the 
press-conference offer with 
Gregory and me and told Cain 
to come in. Hutchison arrived 
at 4:30 to join the effort. 

By 4 :45. Cain w as trying to 
squeeze back in the window 


but was too stiff to do it. Two 
Victoria firemen arrived, put 
up ladders and hauled him 
through as Deputy Chief Carl 
Grates supervised. 

In the jail 

Cain was inside at 5:10 and 
the promised press confer¬ 
ence began in the jail 10 min¬ 
utes later with Mack and Cain 
with the two luwyers talking 
to nine newsj>eople as police 
watched from a distance. 

Hutchison praised |>olice for 
"handling the matter very 
well” and Mack did most of 
ihc other talking. He related 
the complaints in the note and 
said they were also told a 
hacksaw had been found. 

“They did find hacksaw 
blades in the (jail) yard. We 
heard rumors. We were re¬ 
cent escape suspects and they 
probably thought of us first.” 

Only two 

Mack said they were not 
subjocl to physical abuse in 
the jail but they were the only 
two in the west wing. Cain 
said he was tired and wasn’t 
sure that his actions gained 
any benefit. Both said they 
felt there was “personal dis¬ 
crimination" against them al 
the jail but they did not ex¬ 
pect reprisals. 

Hutchison said he would 
fight Cain’s transfer on sever¬ 
al grounds today and Mack 
said his lawyer was doing the 
same. With that the two were 
returned to jail and the day 
ended except for a rejxiri 
later from jail officials thnl 
Cain had at leasl one phone 
call last weekend, to his 
mother. *

The report was made public 
Tuesday. 

Keenleyside also calls for 
greater co-operation and 
clearly defined responsi¬ 
bilities between federal and 
provincial governments where 
either or lx>th maintain fire¬ 
fighting services. 

At the municipal level. 
Keeleyside recommends that 
“either through amalgama¬ 
tion. or by the establishment 
of some regional authority for 
the purpose, the distribution 


Ln addition to the amal¬ 
gamation of various fire de¬ 
partments, he recommends a 
consistent training system for 
all firefighters be established 
and for that purpose: 

• The National Fire*Cotie 
lie adopted by B.C. subject to 
strengthening al the discre¬ 
tion of the promised B.C. Fire 
Commission. 

• An immediate start lie 
made on the compiling of a 
R.C. fire services training 
manual. 

• A common standard of 
competence be established lor 
all firefighter grades with a 
common exam for all would- 
be firefighters. 

• Early talks between ihe 


labor department, unions and 
the fire commission to es¬ 
tablish apprenticeship pro¬ 
grams in all fire departments. 

• A requirement that all 
firefighters be proficient in 
first aid and that a first-aid 
certificate holder r e c.e i v e 
higher wages 

Keenleyside says the right 
of firemen lo strike should be 
maintained, but with clearly 
stilled refinements. 

“That right should be sull¬ 
ied to the working out ot an 
agreement between the de¬ 
partment of labor, the munici¬ 
pal authorities (presumably 
working through the Union of 
B.C. Municipalities! and the 
R.C. Association of Profes¬ 


sional Fire Fighters which 
would provide: 

“That clearly defined life 
support services would at all 
times lx? maintained. 

“And that in advance of any 
strike the firefighters*’ organi¬ 
zation concerned has filed 
with the Labor Relations 
Board a s|>ecific plan de¬ 
tailing the manner in which 
life-support services are to hr 
maintained.” 

The report says that while 
wage agreements should lie 
negotiated by the municipal 
authorities, the negotiators 
should accept the basic princi¬ 
ple that “remuneration of 
firefighters and equivalent 
ranks among the police should 


be closely comparable." 

It says "steps should* be 
taken to work out federal- 
provincial agreements which 
would clearly define the dis¬ 
tribution of fire service re- 
s|x>nsibilities relating lo air¬ 
craft. airports, marine in¬ 
stallations and vessels and In¬ 
dian reservations.” 

Keenleyside said that in Ihe 
cast op reservations "a com¬ 
mon pattern covering prole? - 
lion, suppression and ihe dis¬ 
tribution of costs should be 
sought/’ 

Many Indian reservations in 
the prov ince are entirely w ith¬ 
out protection and some ref- 
use offers of assistance from 
nearby municipalities.

Higher rents, taxes feared 


Thereit be higher rents, in¬ 
flated taxes and unnecessary 
expenses if the provincial gdv- 
ernment adopts all 44 of Dr. 
Hugh Keenleyside’s fire pre¬ 
vention and firefighting rec¬ 
ommendations made in a re¬ 
port released Tuesday, Vic¬ 
toria area politicians and bu¬ 
sinessmen predicted the same 
day.

In Sidney* Mayor Stanley 
Dear said lie had proposed 
hiring a professional to head 
up the town’s volunteers 
some time'"ago, a proposal he 
said had met with little op¬ 
position from Hftrf volunteers 
themselves. 

“Unfortunately," the mayor 
said, "council could not 
agree." 

He hailed the proposal as

In North Saanich. Mayor 
Paul Grieve was a bit more 
reserved, though he said hr 
recognized Ihc proposal was a 
valid one. 

Ideally, the mayor said. 
North Saanich should re- 
amalgamate with Sidney and 
the two municipalities should

Days of easy pickups over in garbage collection field

Greater Victoria’s pam¬ 
pered days of at-your-door 
garbage pickup are num¬ 
bered. 

The end is in E i ghty too , of 
long coffee breaks and four- 
hour work days for Saanich's 
collection crews. 

Following an impressive re¬ 
port from municipal engineer 
Cliff Warren which recom¬ 
mended curbside* service as 
the best way tqnll <njketion 
costs, some members ofSJfctn- 
ich council’s/ 1 public works 
committee Tuesday protested 


against residents being asked 
to accept reduced service 
when the collection is "no¬ 
toriously inefficient." 

Warren argued that Saan¬ 
ich’s system costs about the 
same per household as othe r 
municipal systems which do 
not offer expensive backyard 
pickup, bqt aldermen clung to 
their charges of inefficiency. 

Aid. Mel Couvelier said he 
is “convinced we have an in¬ 
efficient force,'/ and he has 
observed several crews gath¬ 
ered at “morning coffee 
clubs." 

The $100,000 saving in gar¬ 


bage costs requested by coun¬ 
cil could be achieved simply 
be tightening up routes, 
schedules and use of crews, 
without reducing service, lie 
claimed. 

Mayor Ed Lum estimated 
that 50 per cent of complaints 
received by his office are 
about garbage, and most of 
those are about fleets of 
trucks and their crews sitting 
around with apparently noth¬ 
ing to do. 

Aldermen William Noel and 
William Campbell added fuel 
to the garbage fire by claim¬ 
ing some crews work only n 


lew hours during n day and 
others work five horn’s at Lhe 
most. Noel conceded that ef¬ 
ficiency measures may be 
hampered by labor negotia¬ 
tions. 

Since Ihe end of Saanich's 
lockout, garbage trucks have 
been reassigned. tri]»s to the 
dump by half-full trucks eli¬ 
minated and the work force 
reduced by 10 men, Warren 
explained. Although the ef¬ 
ficiency drive is continuing, it 
will only result in minor sav¬ 
ings. he told the committee. 

"The big money is in chang¬ 


ing the level of service," he 
said. 

His" report compared ser¬ 
vice in Greater Victoria, 
where core municipalities are 
reassessing their garbage sys¬ 
tems. to that in other Canadi¬ 
an cities Including Vancouver. 
Edmonton. Calgary and Lon¬ 
don. Ont. Victoria and Ijondon 
are the only cities which pro¬ 
vided backyard pickup. 

Other municipalities require 
residents to carry garbage 
cans to their curbs for pickup. 

Warren discounted biweekly 
collection as a cost-cutting 
measure because the house¬ 


hold can quota would have to 
be raised from two to four. 
Experience in Ollier cities Has 
shown, people do not reduce 
their garbage production 
when the frequency of collec¬ 
tion is reduced, he said. 

The saving from reduced 
piekupg would be only $100,000 
a year. Warren said. 

On the other hand, curbside 
service could eventually cut 
collection costs in half, lie 
said. 

Side-loading trucks which 
enn be operated by one man 
are the key to this scheme. 
Even using the municipality’s 


rear-loading trucks, curbside 
pickup would speed collection 
and reduce crews from three 
to two men, he said. 

Investment in new trucks 
would not affect savings, War¬ 
ren said, because Saanich’s 
present trucks will need to be 
replaced in the next five 
years. 

For people who cannot 
•carry their own garbage cans 
to Ihe curb, the municipality 
could provide backyard pick¬ 
up nr wheeled carts for for 
cans for a fee. Warren 
suggested. 


The committee will receive 
more specific recommen¬ 
dations on curbside service 
from Warren at its next meet¬ 
ing. and further reports on in¬ 
creasing efficiency of present 
service. 

Council will also be con¬ 
sidering whether Ihe question 
of curbside service should be 
put to a vote on this Sep¬ 
tember's referendum. 

Warren assured council no 
sanitation problems are ex¬ 
pected if Saanich continues 
present biweekly pickups 
through Ihe summer.

Vitamin A was first discovered in carrots. It is 
found in yellow truits and vegetables and in lealy 
green vegetables. Some examples rich in Vitamin A 
are carrots, sweet potatoes, squash, peaches, 
spinach, beet greens, chard and other dark green 
vegetables. 

Vitamin C was lirst discovered in citrus truits 
and they are an excellent source ot 
this important vitamin. Other loods 
rich in Vitamin ( C are green peppers, 
cabbage, broccoli, spinach, brussels 
sprouts, vitaminized apple juice and 
tresh strawberries. 

Be SjUre to have one serving of a 
Vitamin C rich food a day. We only 
need a tiny amount ot Vitamin C but, 
because the body doesn't store it as 
it does with other,vitamins, we need 
a little Vitamin C every day. 

For a balanced diet, eat some 
fruit or vegetables at each meal, the 
more variety the better. 

Put more zip in your meals and in 
your step. Eat at least four fruits and 
vegetables a day, as recommended 
in the Daily Food Guide.
